A pespatcH of July 16 from Santa Anna, Cal.,

Mr. B. F. Hall 
and his daughter went to her assistance, but their 
strength soon gave out. At this juncture I.ieuten- 
ant Donaldson plunged through the surf and suc- 
ceeded in rescuing Mr. Halland his daughter. He 
then tried to rescue Miss Spurgeon, but just as he 
reached where she was both disappeared. Their 
bodies have been recovered.”” Many will regret the 
brave young officer, who was graduated from West 
Point and promoted to the 24th Infantry. He was 
born in Sweden and appointed from Lowa. 


Capratn Lovis R. Strix8, 23d U. S. tafantry, who 
died suddenly at post of San Antonio, Texas, July 
15, was a son of Prof. Stillé, a distinguished scholar 
of Philadelphia. In 1862 young Stillé was appointed 
2d lieutenant of the 3d Pennsylvania cavalry, rose 
to captain and received the brevet of major for his 
gallant and meritorious services during the opera- 
tions resulting in the fall of Richmond and the sur- 
render of Gen. Lee. Mustered out in August, 1865, 
he was in March, 1866, appointed 2d lieutenant I4th

in October, 1866, and captain in March, 1879. Capt. 
Stillé was an experienced duty officer of long and 
varied service. The remains were sent to Philadel- 
phia for interment. 


GENERAL DaniEL T. VAN Buren, who died sud- 
denly, July 16, at his home in Plainfield, N. J,, ia 
the 65th year of his age, was born in Kingston, N. Y. 
He entered the ee Academy in 1843, and was 
graduated in 1847, ranking sixth in a class of 38, and 
was appointed 24 lieutenantin the 2d Art. Upon 
the outbreak of the Mexican war he went to the 
front. He was made lst lieutenant Feb. 14, 1849, and 
served at the Military Academy as Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Natural and Experimental Philosophy 
from Aug. 8, 1849, to Jan. 17, 1850. He was assigned 
to duty on the Coast Survey from Dec, 2, 1852, and 
remained there until 1855, when he resigned to en- 
ter civil hfe. Gen. Van Buren entered the bar in 
his native city and practiced also the profession of 
a civil engineer. He was School Commissioner from 
1858 to 1861, and Colonel of Engineers in the Na- 
tional Guard from 1858 to 1866. At the beginaging of 
the War of the Rebellion Gen. Van Buren became 
attached to the Engineer Corps, 20th N. Y., and 
afterward was chief jof staff of Maj. Gen. Dix, and 
served as A. A. G. on the staff of Maj. Gen. Hooker. 
March 13, 1865, he received the brevet of brigadier 
general of Volunteers for faithfvl and meritorious 





services during the rebellion, He was mustered 
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out of the Service, March 20, 1886, and for a time 
was @ surveyor and engineer at Kingston. Since 
then he has lived at Plainfield.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSIUN. 


The Sundry Civil bill as Sepestet to the Senate on 
Wednesday by the Commi on Appropriations - 
contains the following amendments of interest to 
the Army: To commence the erection of a fire-proof 
building for machine shop, ens shops, etc., at 
the National Armory at Springfield, Mass., as pro- 
vided for by the act appruved June 16, 1890, $100,000. 
The appropriation for construction of buildings ai 
and enlargementof military posts is increased trom 
$650,000 to $800,000. At the su tion of the Su ny 
General of the Army a proviso has been added to 
the appre riation of $400,000 made vy the House for 
artificial limbs, setting forth that in cases of com- 
mutation the money shall be paid directly to the 
soldier, sailor, or marine, and no fee or compensa- 
tion shall be allowed or paid to any agent or attor- 
ney. Theappropriation for continuing the publica- 
tion of the Records of the War of the Rebellion is 
increased from $152,000 to $235 .000. 

The bills recentiy passed by the Senate to give 
Capt. George M. Wheeler the rank of major on the 
retired list, and to restore and retire Capt. Hen 
Zell, were favorably sepented by the House - 
tary Committee this week. 

e early of the bill to establish a national 
military park at the Battlefield of Chickamauga is 
now certain. it has both houses, and is now 
in the hands of a conference committee for the con- 
sideration of amendments inserted by the Senate, 
requiring that the three commissioners have 
charge of the park and their assistant in historical 
work shall bayeactively participated in the Battle 
of Chickamauga or any of the battles about Chatta- 
nooga. Two of the commissioners are to be civil- 
ians, and the otheran Army officer, who will prob- 
ably be Capt. Kellogg. 

la the House on Tuesday Mr. Vandever, of Cali-

In reporting favorably a substitute bill for the 
several pending measures reviving the grade of 
heutenant-general, the House Committee on Mili- 
tary affairs says: ** The United States ts divided into 
three military divisions, each of which should be 
commanded by a mejor-general. There are at pre- 
sent but two major-generals in the Army besides the 
major- who is commanding the Army. 
Congress has adopted a policy of giving the e 
of lieutenant- general to officers who became distin- 

uished during the war as commanders of armies. 
The present commander of the Army was very dis- 
tinguished and commanded an Army duringa great 
part of the war. The Committee feel that the Presi- 
dent of the United States should be authorized to 
promote this officer to that grade.” 

The substitute bill reviving the grade of the Lieut. 
General reported by the House Military Committee 
July 12 provides: tthe grade of lieutenant-gen- 
eral be, and thesame is bereby, revived ia the Army 
of the United States; and the President is hereby 
authorized to appoint, by and with the advice aad 
consent of the te, a heutenant-general, to be 
selected from among those officers in the military 
service of the United States most distinguished for 
courage, skill and ability; which grade shall coo- 
tinue duriog the continuance in office of the officer 
appointed under and by virtue of this act, aiter 
which such grade shall ceuse. Sec. 2. ay 
emoluments of the officer so appointed i be the 
same as heretofore provided by law for the leu- 
tenant-general of the Army."’

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CAPTAIN MORTON’S OPINION. 


Tae censure of Gen. Schofield has directed re- 
newed attention to the letter of Capt. Chas. Mor- 
ton, 34 Cavalry, published in the Chicago Inter- 
Ocean of Feb. 22 last. It is very incisive in 1ts criti- 
cismg, their general purport being summed up in 
this, the concluding sentence : 


Our oid war heads of departments have passed from ac- 
tive service and their places are filled by others, who have 
been so long in time and distance isolated trom the Army 
proper they have lost sympathy with and interest in it, and 
are ignorant of its wants and needs, and while the have 
concentrated power and correspondingly abridged the au- 
thority and discretion of the officers of the liae, there has 
been no corresponding vigilance and watching and order- 
jog of details. Ion fact,tbhe Army is hidebound and top- 

eavy. 

Of the Military Academy Capt. Morton says: 


The Military Academy is inbred too much for intellectual 
expansion, and to keep touch with the Army and the times. 
It tries to give inspiration to, instead o1 receiving it from, 
ibe Army. . . Wars draw upon every resource of a 
nation. Not a science, art, profession or trade escapes the 
draft, and the soldier, who carries a marshbal’s baton iu bis 
kpapsack, as A. W. T. quotes, has to carry ajso a grea) deal 
in bis knowledge box. there is no place in the world, I be- 
lieve, where they get more downright bard and continuous 
study outof young men than at West Point, and yet the 
course there Oaoly lays the foundation tor a life of study. 
Some tounder on it and give it up when they graduate, but 
they cannot give it up entirely, and most of them keep it 
up—and that is one reason why muny think the Military 
Academy is lagging behind. 


Concerning other subjects Capt. Morton says: 


Our recruiting officers, to save a little rent, bave been lo- 
cated io iow streets of our large cities, among bagnios, where 
no respectable man would want to seen walking, and 
from the number of thieves and incorrigible drunkards that 
ting their way out to compunies, notwithstanding the nu- 
merous desertions at depots, shows conclusively that recruit- 
ing officers engage men for five years as no other business 
man would do, without any proper inquiry into their char- 
ucter or past bistory Or asking for the urdivary recommen- 
dations considered es-ential by business men. Is there any 
surprise that the number of good men is limited? Not out- 
side the A. G. O. 

The Army lores about 3,000 of its scalawags each year, and 
retains as good men as cua be found in any walk of life. 
Judges on the bench, telegraph operators, station agents, 
jaw yers, rancheros and bankers, and, in fact, the very best 
business men, and most prominent citizens ia our western 
cities, bave served, and protited by“ five years in the Regu- 
jar Army.” Our staff departments are kept upto a war 
tooting only iu strength, and bid fair to topple our Army 
over witb top beaviness and impotency. The only fair rule 
ot promotion under such circumstances is the one by 
seniority, it ope could get enforced the law, enacted to 
eliminate the other rule, luck. It is hard to keep up en- 
tbusiasm twenty or thirty years as a lieutenant. But such 
is our system. et our officers who go abroad say our 
Army is superior to any they saw in foreign lands. One of 
my own regiment said be wished at St. Cyr be had the right 
or lett balf of histroopto sbow the French officers bow 
American soldiers can ride and drill. Our Army has ever 
been equal to e.ery emergency, and not so bad as we may 
infer from the Washiogton diatribes on * Army Reform,” 
which are largely bob@y horses to military tame and news- 
paper notoriety. 

Notwitbstanding the line officers must be prepared to act 
promptly and wisely in every emergeucy that can possibly 
arise, they are cut off trom civilization and undergo ail the 
privutions, bardsbips and dangers, and bave ne facilities for 
educating their chilaren and noneof the advantages of civil 
lite and society; they get the smallest pay and sluwest pro- 
motion. The encouragement is to get away from legiti- 
mate duties and ioto the staff. These are the causes for the 
disgraceful scrambles for sott details and dead men’s shoes, 
when there is a vacancy in the staff. The slow promotion 
and the rule of seniority put none but superannuated oft 
cers in high commana and at the head of staff depurtments. 
Some are mentally and others physically disqualifi-d for 
vigorous command or administration, and in tbe event of 
war, the same as 1861, they will have to be relegated to the 
lear,and younger and unknown men developed to do the 
war business. Rarely energetic and stirring men can stand 
ac*ive military service until they are 64 years of age—but 
they are the only kins that can keep an Army efficient.

By direction of the Secretary of War paragraphs 
336, 1403, 1406, and 1413 of the Regulations are 
amended to read as follows: 


336. Purchases will ordinarily be made by the officer in 
cherye of the canteen, but coutracts tor such articles as it 
may advisable to procure in cor siderable quan- 
tities are to be entered into, with the approval of the vom.- 
manding officer, by the canteen council. In no case sball 
orders for goods, however small, be given by the enlisted 
attendants of the canteen to the person furnishing the sup- 
plies. Articles of subsistence stores purchased tor sale in 
tbe canteen will be sold in quantities smaller thao can be 


sold by the Subsistence Department without breaking smal! | 


packages. No profit will be charged on such sales beyond 
the fractions of cents that are necessary in making change. 

1408. Post commanders will make such rules regarding 
sales of subsistence storesas they may deem necessary to 
economize labor and secure accuracy in delivering and ac- 
counting for them. Salesto enlisted men will be made when- 
ever the Subsistence Department is opened for sales. Sub- 
sistence supplies sold 1.0 officers and enlisted men and em 
ployés are for the use uf purchasers, and must not be sold or 
bartered by them. 

1406. Officers of the Army and contract und veterinary 
surgeons may purchase irom the Subsistence Department 
subsistence stores, except forage tor beef-catile, paying 
therefor cost price, on their certificate that the stores are 
for the personal or family use of the purchaser, or for the 
use of an officers’ mess of which he is the caterer. Keason- 
able quantities of subsistence stores shall,in like mauner, 
be soid to an enlisted man, for cash, upon his declaratiou, in 
writing, that they are intended for bis own use.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A DESPATCH from San Francisco, July 15, says: 
“The new cruiser San Francisco went into the dry 
dock July 15 to have her propellers attached and 
also to have her bull scraped and painted. July 21 
or 22 the preliminary trips will be made by the ver- 
sel to test her machinery for the first time.” 

THE new cruiser Philadelphia was formally ac. 
cepted by the Secretary of the Navy July 14, but 
as the contractor bas stil! some work to do upon ber 
a special reserve of $25 000, in addition to the $25,000 
required by tbe contract, has been held back until 
she is pronounced complete by the officers in vbarge. 

REAR ADMIRAL BELKNAP, commanding the naval 
forces on the Asiatic Station bas informed the 
Navy Department tbat there ie no truth in the re- 
port that he took ion of the king's palace at 
Seoul during the recent troubles in Corea, and says 
all he did on the occasion in question was to station 
troops in the United States legation building for the 
protection of American subjects and pruperty. 
They were subsequently withdrawn as affairs re- 
sumed their usual state. 

THERE were at E:quimault, B.C., on July 1 che 
Amphion of 4 300 tons and 10 guns, with 5,550 horse 
power and about 16 knots, and the Champion of very 
nearly the same class and dimensious. Admiral! Hot- 
ham will ada to these bis flagship. the Warsprite, an 
armorclad of 8400 tons. 10 guts, und 10,000 horse 
power; the Espiégie, 1,130 tons and 10 guns, and the 
Nymphe and Daphne, cight guns each. The Amphion, 
the Champion, und the Espiégle were in Admiral 
Heveage’s squadron of last year, while the Caroline 
of 1,420 tons and 14 guns, tbe Icarus of eigbt guns, 
and tbe Cormorant of six beld the place now occu- 
pied by the Nymphe and Daphne. Finally, Admiral 
Heneage’s flagship was the Swiftsure, an armorciad 
of nearly 7,000 tons displacemeut and 10 guns. This 
cuanperieen of forces does not confirm the exugger- 
ated statements concerning ‘the increase of British 
forces in American waters. 

Despatcues from San Francisco, July 13, ap- 
nounce that “the U.S. 8. Ranger, while getting voder 
way to proceed to sea July 12 afternoon, took a 
sheer with the tide and ran into the Lom strect 
wharf, breaking some of her crossbeams and the 
corner of the wharf head. Tbe Ranger bad ber 
cutwater carried away about 10 ivet below ber 
night head, and also ber martingale stays. Not- 
withatanding the mishap the Ranger proceeded to 
sea on ber way to Guatemala. The Chronicle bas 
advices from Honolulu stating there bave been 
wholesale desertions from the Cnited States steamer 
Charleston. Natives were hired to recapture the 
sailors and all but eight were retaken. ‘The sailors 
charged that the discipline was too severe. They 
say that they were kept below decks theentire time 
when not needed on deck and were not permitted 
the use of the library presented to them by citizens 
of Sap Francisco.

THE Sims-Edison Electric Torpedo Company gave 
another exhibition of its dirigeable torpedo at Wil- 
lets Point on Tuesaday. Pp. m., in deference to the 
wisbes of the Chilian Minister and bis Naval At- 
taché, Capt. Sanchez, Capt. da Gaman, Naval At- 
taché of the Brazilian Legation, Mr. de Weckertin, 
Netherlands’ Minister, ex-Senator Warner Miller, 
and aconsiderable partv of local experts. There 
were also present Col. King, commanding. and the 
officers generally of the post. The trial was a most 
successiul one, the perfect dirigeability as well as 
the great speed of the boat having been demon- 
strated in an unprecedented degree. Careful cal- 
culation on the part of officers who took the time 
established the speed of the torpedo's flight for the 
distance allowed by the 5.000 feet of cable as equiva- 
lent to 21 and 4-10 miles per hour. Thisis the beat 
record tbus far for a torpedo of the dirigeable type. 
and satisfies the extreme demands of engineers and 
experts. The trial of the Sims-Edison was followed 
by the explosion of two fixed mines, which startled 
the spectators bv its scenic grandeur and the abun- 
dant evidence of its effective energy. 

SECRETARY (‘Racy decided July 13 to revoke the 

sailing orders ‘of the U.S. steamer Essex so far as 
they applied to the transportation of the remains of 
the inventor Ericsson to Sweden, and to bave either 
the new cruiser Philadelphia or Admiral Gherardi’s 
flagship Baltimore perform that service. The latter 
will probably be selected, as she can be more read- 
ily prepared for the voyage. She is pow at Bath, 
and will be at New York in a week or two. I[n case 
she goes to Europe the Philadelphia will take her 
ee in the North Atlantic Squadron. That vessel 
8 now at Philadelphia receiving her armament, and 
when that is all in place she will go to New York to 
completo her equipment. Secretary Tracy said Julv 
13 that the Philadelphia can be fitted out for saa ser- 
vice in about four weeks, and that while her cuture 
movements are still undetermined he was inclined 
to send ber to Europe with the body of Ericsson. 
He added that either she or the Baltimore will cer- 
tainly go on that mission, and that while the proba- 
bilities are in favor of the selection of the Jatter the 
matter will left unsettled for a few days.

THE proposed series of official tests to determine 
the physical properties of aluminum bronze, for 

urposes of naval construction, commenced at 

atertown Arsenalon July 15. The tests were in 
pursuance of orders of Chief Engineer Melville, 
who has detailed P. A. Engr. Perry to report the 
results. Col. Flagler and Major Howard of the ar- 
sepal, and Mr. Cole, an expert representative of the 
producing companies, were also present. The ob- 
jective of the trial being to ascertain the relative 
physical values of aluminum bronze and magnesium 
bronze, is one of great interest not only to the 
Cowles Electric Smelting and Aluminum Company, 
but likewise to contractors and the Government. 
The tests madeon July 15 regarded solely the ten- 
sile and transverse strengths and demonstrated 
values unlooked for; the tensile strength being 
shown to be something over 90.000 Ibs. to the square 
inch—largelv exceeding any previous result. The 
transverse strength developed 6,000 lbs. on an inch 
= bar, previouslv equalled only by rare trials 
of the very best crucible steel. These results should 
bave a more extended importance than in the field 
of naval construction merely. 


Rear-ADMIRAL L. A. KIMBERLY, as we fore- 
shadowed last week, has been appointed president 
of the Board to conduct the important test of for- 
eign armor plat to commence at Annapolis on 
Aug. 15 cext. The other members of the Board 
are: Captain E.O. Matthews, Commander W. R. 
Bridgman, Lieut.-Commapnder Washburn Maynard, 
Lieuts. J. F. Meigs, W. H. H. Southerland, and F. F. 
Fletcher, and Ensigns P. R. Alger and A, A. Acker- 
wap, with Ensign R. B. Dashiell as recorder. The 
conditions of the test as set forth in a letter of in- 
structions to the Board prescribe that each platei: 
to be 8 feet high, 6 feet broad, and 1014 inches thick. 
They are to be securely bolted to 36 inches of oak 
backing, aud their composition is to be tested by 
chemieal analysis. Each plate is then to be divided 
into squares by horizonal and vertical lines a foot 
apart. A 6-inch breech loading rifis and ap 8 inch 
rifle are to be used, the former firing Holtzer 
armor-piercing shells of 100 pounds and the latter 
Firth armor piercing shells of 210 pounds each. 
Each plate is first to receive a shot with a 6-inch 
sbell, with a velocity of 2.075 foot seconds. at the 
intersection of the second vertical with the second 
horizonta) line, counting vertical lines from the 
rigbt aod hborizontul lines from the bottom. A 
second 6-inch shot with the same velocity will then 
be fired at the intersection of the fourth vertical 
and the second horizontal lines. Then the 8 inch 
gun is to be brought into action, and each plate is 
to receive an 8-inch shell, with a velocity of 1.850 
foot seconds, at the intersection of the third vertical 
and the fifth Lorizontal lines. At the discretion of 
the Department the 8-inch. gun may not be used, 
and in that case three more 6-inch shots are to be 
fired, striking, respectively, at the intersections of 
the second vertical and sixth horizontal and the 
tbird vertical and fourth homzontal lines. The 
Board may choose the exact point of impact for 
each ahot after the first, but it must not vary more 
tban one foot from the poiot fixed in their mnstruc- 
tious. After each shot the plate is to be carefully 
examined, its exact condition noted, and. photo- 
arapbe are to be taken of it. The condition of the 
pilates _ backing. ia not to be changed.during the 
trial.. The, three .foreign-made plates consist of a 
compound of steel and iron plate, made by Cam- 
mell and-Co. of Sheffield, Kogland; aan all-steel

Tue detachment last week of Commander C. M. 
Chester and this week of Lieutenant Duocan K-~n- 
nedy from duty as members of the Board on Naval 
Organization practically dissolves that Board, as all 
the other members have bitherto, ope by one, been 
relieved and assigned to other duty. Although this 
Board bas done a greatdeal of work since its organ- 
ization nearly two years ago, it cannot be said that 
any material changes have yet resulted in the organ- 
ization and administration of naval affairs as a re- 
sult of its labors. Of the many subjects considered 
by them, the revision of the fleet drill book under 
which thesquadron of evolution has been operating 
since its departare from here last winter is one of 
the few from which any practical results have fol 
lowed. Mucb time was spent in getting up a new 
set of blank forms for the general use of the Nayy, 
but nothing bas yet come of their recommendations 
in tbis direction. Their recommendations for a new 
rating and new pay table for enlisted men, and for 
the practical abolition of the Marine Corps and in 
regard to recruiting bave been pigeon-holed. The 
result of their labors may appear hereafter, but 
certainly there is not much at present to show for 
thei: deliberations, beyoud a revision of naval tac- 
tics and drill. {In the contemplated revision of the 
paval regulations some of these recommendations 
will, no doubt, prove serviceable. 








THE law providing for an Assistant Naval Secre- 
tary reads as follows: “ For an Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, to be appointed from civil life by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, who shall receive a compensation at the 
rate of $4,500 per annum.”

‘REASON VERSUS FORCE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 


Tue age of Force is going and the age of Reason 
comes op apace. The Anarchists, even, are now di- 
vided, and a large portion of them distinctly de- 
clare for peace, teaching that passive resistance 
affords the highest form of aggressive action. Ac- 
cordingly, the Army and Navy are on the wane. The 
insufficiency of physical force is now being acknow- 
ledged the woridover. The two branches of the 

ublic service are, indeed, stil! doing a useful and 
bonored work, but they are both accomplishing one 
thing iu addition that they may not often reflect 
upon; that is, they are preparing an entertainment 
for future generations and are working to do for 
the people of the Coited States what the feudal and 
chivalric leaders did for Europe, which, by their 
efforts, was provided with a picturesque and highly 
entertaining past. We love to wander among the 
dilapidated castles and strongholds in Great B:i'ain 
and on the continent, musing upon the ancient times, 
calling up in imagination the splendor of the past, 
which was rendered 80 glorious by deeds of arms. 
The time may come when the peopleof this country 
will feel under a similar indebtedness to the Army 
und Navy of the United States, and when the 
American forts, a!l in ruins, will be visited with the 
same emotion that kindles the mind, say at Cheps 
tow Castle. Military men are pow pushing their 
occupation so vigorously that it will soon, practic- 
ally, be gove; but when I suggest that we may soon 
peed a museum, in which the antiqu: may con- 
template the “steel cruiser” alongside the old stage 
coach, the suggestion does not 1 upon a 8} mpa- 
thetic ear. All men devoted to the profession of 
arms do not contemplate the thought with enthu- 
siasm; and some may feel that I simply delivered 
a platitude in saying that Justice must prove the 
real defence of our nation. You admit that “ ab- 
solute’ justice would auswer, yet approximite jus- 
tice has kept us in entire safety for more than 70 

ears, and to-day our coast is lined with virgin 
lortresses, that of Fort Independence, Boston, dat- 
ing back to the ye histo of Massachusetts 
Colony. Yet weare told that Boston isin danger 
from a possible bombardment to-day. It would 
prove a useful study fcr alarmists work up, 
say, the story of New York in 1812-13. The 
trouble is, that it would be a short one. 

it is true that questions of justice cone ene the 
church, but we settle such questions by the 
“ Oanons,” not “Cannons; ” and is it not incumbent 
upon the JourNAL to show why we should not 
be safe even with imperfect or approximate 
justice? In another connection, I have laid it 
down that we need a small Navy for police 
purposes on the high seas, and for the ex- 
change of civilities with foreign powers. Iam dis- 
appointed to find that the JouRNAL, which criticises 
my views, should not undertake to show its readers 
that we need a strooug navy for ues of a more 
urgent character.

THe Kansas City Times objects to band leaders 
wearing shoulder straps, saying: “It is hoped 
orders may issue soon to prevent enlisted men from 
wearing a part of the uniform prescribed for com- 
missioned officers of the Army.” 
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In the appointment of Mr. James R. Soley as As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, the Secretary brings 
to the frout an accomplished gentleman and capa- 
ble officer, who has rendered valuable service to 
more than one Secretary of a nature not un- 
like that which will be required of him in his new 
position. Whatever may be said of the propriety 
of the selection on the ground that his appointment 
within an hour after he resigned his commission as a 
naval officer is a violation of the purposes of the act, 
which contemplated the appointment of a civilian. 
No one can deny that he has exceptional qualifica- 
tions for the office, and that he will make—in fact 
has already made—a most valuable assistant to the 
Secretary. While holding a commission as a naval 
officer the duties he has been performing for some 
years past have been purely adminietrative, and he 
has always been largely identified with the civilian 
influence of the Department. It 1s not likely, there- 
fore, that there will be any decided opposition to 
bis nomination on that score, and as he has many 
personal friends in the Senate early and favorable 
action is to be expected upon his nomination. The 
duties of the new Assistant Secretary have not yet 
been fully prescribed, but generally he is to have 
charge of the correspondence of the Secretary’s 
office, of contracts for new ships, and the prepara- 
tion of all papers requiring more than usual literary 
skill. In the absence of the Secretary he will have 
charge of the Department. Prof. Soley was cer- 
taioly a civilian when he received his appointment, 
and his selection does not violate the principle 
which, whatever we may think of it, under our 
system of government, compels the subordination 
of the military to the civil element. 








A DESPATCH of July 14 from Wollaston, Mass., 
says: “ Lieutenant-General Sir John Ross, com- 
manding the forces in British North America, in 
reply to a correspondent, says that the published 
reports that ‘fabulous sums of money’ are being 
expended upon the forts in his command are incor- 
rect, and that he has issued no special orders with

Why not make it General of the 
Army, and make it permanent ?’’ Why not, indeed ? 
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ARMY REFORM. 

THE current number of the Journal of the Mili- 
tary Service Institution for July has excellent 
original articles by Lieut.-Colonels Lee, Woodhull 
and Drum, and Captain McClernand ; translations 
by Lieutenants Wisser, Weaver, Gurovits and Park- 
burst, and an account of the 14th Regiment ot [n- 
fantry, the first of a series of Army histories which 
are promised. The paper by Ozptain Edward J. 
McClernand, 2d Cavalry, on Infantry Battle Tactics, 
is one read before Vancouver Barracks Branch, 
U. 8. I., March 3, 1890, and with it we have the 
report of the comments and criticism upon it by 
Colonel Anderson, Majors Johnson and Lrdecker, 
and Captain Birkhimer. Colonel Woodbull presents 
arguments for giving medical officers their military 
titles, and these, as General Merritt says in a com- 
ment upon the paper, ‘‘are most convincing.” Of 
our admirable corps of medical officers the General 
says: ‘‘Intime of danger they are always to the 
fore, whether it be pestilence or battle that threatens, 
In times of peace they are our pleasant cultivated 
companions and every officer of the line counts asso- 
ciation with this staff department to his advantage.” 
ist Lieutenant George Andrews, Adjutant, 25:h In- 
fantry, bas a criticism in this number of the Journal 
on Colonel Hawkins's ‘* Outlines of a Manual of In- 
fantry Drill,” and Captain Birkhimer and Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Woodhull, M. D., discuss the subject of 
a regimental Court of Honor. 

The article of most general interest in this num- 
ber of the Journal is that by Byt. Lieut. Colonel J. 
G. C. Lee, Q. M. Dept., on ‘‘ Reform in Aimy Ad- 
ministration.” He shows how the Army has drifted 
away from the simplicity and vigor of the system 
that formerly characterized it. To meet passing, 
exceptional conditions, vexatious and unnecessa y 
requirements have been added until revision has 
become necessary to rid the Service of what is un- 
necessary and extraneous. There is lack of uni- 
formity in practice, and one officer may do in a 
given position what would not be allowed to another 
cfficer in the same posi‘ion. Hence arises uncer- 
tainty and indecision in cases where promptness of 
action may be called for. What belongs to the 
office of rigbt should not be granted to one occu- 
pant of it and withheld from another. There 
is conflict of jurisdiction between the Secretary of 
War and the head of the Army, and more or less 
the same divergence of conception concerning the 
duties of their respective offices affects many of 
their subordinates. 

The scale of allowances, fixed at a time when 
transportation was difficult and costly and the 
country poor, should be revised and our whole 
system of regulations adjusted to the conditions 
created by the introduction of the railroad, the 
telegraph, and the telephone. The allowance of 
quarters is insufficient; the allowance for transpor- 
tation only about one-fourth what justice demands. 
‘* Many regulations and allowances are determined 
by officers not subject to changes themselves, and 
long removed from close contact with the Army 
and its necessities. In their sometimes mistaken 
zeal to economize they lose sight of the fact that the 
nation does not seek to gain by imposing losses up- 
on any citizen, and that it is ever ready to treat its 
servan:s with liberality as well as exact fairness.’’ 
Our method of making purchases is antiquated, 
and our system of contracts results in the poorest 
possible class of workmanship that can be made 
to pass. 

These are some of Colonel Lee’s suggestions. 
**One great reform,” he says, finally, ‘* which 
it seems all important to reach, is that all 
selections for prcmotion shall be based on merit 
alone, and not on political or social influence.” We 
fear this is what Senator Ingalls would call an 
“irridescent dream.” There is but one way to get 
rid of political influence and that is to establish the 
Dispenser of ‘‘ Patronage” in a position above it. 
This means autocratic government, and with this 
comes an increase not a destruction of social in- 
fluence. Social and class distinctions become then 
so established by law, by custom, by universal 
recognition, that it is more difficult to resist them. 

Is it any worse to have a Senator or Member of 
Congress influential at the Capitol than it would be 
to have the Duke of Tomnoddy or the Earl of 
Longacres controlling there? And has a charming 
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American woman any less right than her foreign 
sister to turn the hearts of men away from the stern 
paths of duty because she is not ‘‘ the daughter of a 
hundred earls” and smiles ‘‘at the claims of 
lorg descent?” No, this matter of favoritism 
always has and always will furnish a most 
excellent subject for Army and Navy growliog, 
so long as there is any departure from the rigid 
rule of promotion by seniority. We are not advo- 
cating this rule, but it is useless to dream dreams 
when questions of practical concern have to be 
settled. Perhaps the so'ution of the difficulty is to 
follow the rule of seniority in time of peace and 
suspend it during war. When it comes to selection, 
it is simply impossible to secuge concurrence of 
opinion, for no two men exercire a liberty of choice 
in precisely the same way. If the President has a 
right to sey that he will pass over the senior, he 
has the right to please himself in the choice of a 
junior, and all that can be insisted upon is that he 
should not appoint an improper man ; and “‘if the 
man I propose to select 1s an improper man,” he 
might not upreasonably say, ‘“‘how isit that his 
name stands so high on the list of his corps or arm 
of the Service ?” 








MAJOR-GENERAL FREMONT. 


JOHN CHARLES FREMONT, U. S. Army, retired, 
whose interesting and romantic career is a matter 
of American history, died at his residence in New 
York City July 13, after a brief illness. He was in 
his seventy-eighth year, and leaves a widow and 
family. One of his sons, John C., is a 
heutenant in the Navy, and another, Francis P., 
in the Army (3d Infantry). General Fremont was 
born in Savannah January 21, 1813; in 1835 was 
connected with the Navy as teaeherof mathematics, 
and in 1837 becsme attached to the Engineer De- 
partment and began that series of explorations 
which mace his name famous. In 1838 he was 
commissioned second lieutenant Topographical En- 
gineers, and in 1844 was brevetted captain, ‘* for 
gallant and highly meritorious services in two ex- 
peditions commanded by bimself—the first to the 
Rocky Mourtains, and the second beyond those 
mountains.” In 1846 he was directed to watch over 
the interests of California and soon freed North- 
ern California from Mexican rule. He had 
in the meantime been appointed a lieutenant- 
colonel of Mounted R:fles, and organized and com- 
manded a battalion of California volunteers, 
General Kearny in the meantime had arrived in 
California, and soon the celebrated quarrel broke 
out between him and Commodore Stockton. 

Fremont held his commission as Civil Governor 
and Military Commander of the Territory from 
Stockton, and thus came into conflict with Kearuy. 
The result was bis resignation from the Army. 
March 15, 1848, he commenced his explorations 
and was appointed in 1849 U. 8S. Commissioner 
torun boundary between United S:ates and Mexico. 
This he relinquished on his being appoiated U. S. 
Senator for California. He took his seat Sept. 10, 
1850, the day after the admission of California as 
a State. In the fall elections of 1851 Fremont was 
defeated by the pro slavery party, and he devoted 
the nex: year to his private affairs. In 1852 he 
determined to make a tour of Europe, and upon 
his return to the United States again resolved to 
reach California by an unknown overland route, 
and, starting from the Mississippi, successfully 
pushed across the country to the Pacific. This 
fifth expedition was even of more value than the 
others. 

Frc mont was <elected by the Republican party as 
their candidate for the Presidency during the con- 
test of 1856, but was defeated by Buchanan. After 
the election he resolyed to make another 
extensive tour of Europe, in order to observe 
the military and other establishments of the 
Old World, and remained abroad until summoned 
to return to the United States by Piesident 
Lincoln to aid in the suppression of the rebellion. 
He arrived at Boston, Mass., on June 27, with a 
large assortment of arms under his personal charge. 
He was soon created a major general, U. S. A., 
with a commission dating from May 14, 1861. 

Gen. Fremont was appointed to the command of 
the Department of the West, with headquarters at 
St. Leuis, Mo., and fortified that city against at- 





‘tack. When engaged in driving the rebel forces 


from the State, Gen. Fremont was relieved from 
command Nov. 2, 1861, and ordered to Washing- 
ton. He held other active commands during the 
war, but in 1864 resigned from the army because 
he had been kept idle for nearly two years. 

Iu June, 1864, he was nominated for the Presi- 
dency by the Cleveland convention and accepted 
the nomination. Circumstances, however, led him 
to withdraw from the contest in September. Since 
that time he has been actively emp'oyed in rail- 
road schemer, some of them of immense magnitude. 
President Hayes nominated him for Governor of 
Arizona Territory in June, 1878, and he was after- 
ward appointed to that post. In April last he was 
appointed by special act of Congress a major gen 
eral on the retired list of the Army, us his declin- 
ing years were not so prosperous as might be. On 
receiving news of his death President Harrison is- 
sued the following : 


EXtCUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, July 14, 1890. 
The death of John C. Fremont, a major-general on the re- 
tired list of the Army of the United States, is an event call- 
ing tor come appropriate expression of the National sorrow, 
and of a gratetu! appreciation of bis public services. His 
career was full of adventurous and uselul discov and of 
devoted and conspicuous service both in civil and m.litary 
affairs. He opened the passes uf the Rocky Mountains and 
gave value to his discoveries by aiding to create an Ameri- 
can State on tke Pacific Coast. It is therefore ordered that 
the national flag be displayed at haif-mast poe all the 
buildings cf .be Executive Departments in this city until 
after the funeral shall bave taken place.

I beg to extend to you my profound sympathy in your 
great sorrow, The death of Gen. Fremont bes reviv the 
memory of bis great and unique public sorviees, and will 
excite regret that the nation dia not give an earlier and more 
constant expression of its grateful appreciation of them.

The funeral took place from St. Ignatius’ 
Church, New York city, July 17, and many distin- 
guished veterans were present. 

The pall bearers were Gen, W. T. Sherman, Gen. 


O. O. Howard, William Colligan, Col. Floyd Clark- | 


son, Mark D. Wilber, James E. Nuttman, Francis 
D. Clark, Major George P. Edgar, ex-Gov. Rod- 
man L. Price, and ex Goy. R. S. McCormick. 
Then followed Lieut. J. C. Fremont, the General’s 
eldest son, Col. and Mrs. H. M. Porter, Mr. and 
Mrs. John D. Tcwnsend, and Dr. William James 
Morton, Gen. Fremont’s physician. After them 
came the veterans and old associates of the Path- 
finder. 

Kit Carson Post of the Grand Army, Washing- 
ton, sent Col. De Arnaud and Commodore Loring 
as its representatives at the funeral. Gen. Fremont 
was a member of this organization. George Wash- 
ington Post sent a delegation, headed by its Com- 
mander, M. D. McMahon, and including Gen. W. 
D. Whipple, U.S. A., Adjutant General of the 
Division of the Atlantic; Col. A. M. Clark, Major 
J. H. Butler, Col. Samuel Truesdell, and Major 
Robert Smith. Lafayette Post was represented by 
Capt. A. Schimmel. Of the Associated Pioneers of 
Colonial Days of California there was a large dele- 
gation present. At the close of the service the body 
was taken to Trinity Cemetery. There it is to re- 
main in a vault until the family of Gen. Fremont 
decides upon its final resting place.

DIVISIONS AND DEPARTMENTS. 

THE proposition looking to a rearrangemen, of 
Division and Department commands which, as first 
intimated in the JcURNAL, has been seriously con- 
templated by the Secretary of War for some time 
past, is pow assuming definite shape, ard orjers on: 
the subject may be looked for at an early date. It 
has been practically determined by the President 
and Secretary of War to do away with the three 
Division commands and to rearrange the boundary 
lines of the present military departments in such a 
way as to form eight distinct departments, thus 
giving a command to each of the two Major Gener- 
als and the six Brigadier Generals. A change in- 
titles as well as boundary lines will also follow. 
The ‘Departmen: of the Atlantic” will probably 
take the place of the ‘Division of the Atlantic,” 
and “The Department of the East” will disappear 
from the list of departments entirely. Instead of 
the ‘‘ Division of the Pacific,” it will be the ‘* De- 
partment of the Pacific.” This will comprise the 
present ‘‘Department of Oalifornia,” and probably 
a portion of the Department of Arizona (the re- 
maining portion probably being added to the De- 
partment of Texas). In organizing the Depart- 
ments of the Atlantic and Pacific, the purpose will 
be to make them the most important of the eight 
Departments, with the view to having a Major 
General in command of each. If present ideas are 
carried out, the contemplated rearrangement will 
not result in any change in station of either General 
Howard or General Miles. Their headquarters will’ 
remain as now, but as headquarters of a Depart- 
ment instead of a Division. There will, of course, 
be a reduction in the staff of each, for with the 
jurisdiction over other depaitments removed, the 
status of these two commands will be the same as 
the remaining six departments, and there will con- 
sequently be no necessity for the corps of assistants 
heretofore required for forwarding and handling 
the papers from other departments. Eich of the 
eight commanders, the Brigadier Generals as well 
as the two Major Generals, will report direct to the 
Commanding General, thus avoiding the red-tape 
ism incident to the present system of Division com— 
manders. 

This is about as far as the President and Secre- 
tary of War have advanced in their cousidera- 
tion of this subject. As to the boundary lines of 
the proposed eight Cepartments and the rearrange 
ment of the commands of the six Brigadiers to con- 
form to the proposed change, nothing definite has 
been settled upon. One of the stumbling blocks is - 
as to what is te become of the present Division. 
headquarters at Chicago. This is considered a tom 
important centre to be without a commanding offi- 
cer. There is some talk of removing the headquar— 
ters of the Department of Missouri from 8t. Louis: 
to Chicago—a proposition that will doubtless be 
earnestly advocated by the citizens of the latter 
city when they learn for a certainty that there is a 
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likelihood of their being left out in the cold. This 
whole subject of rearrangement of commands is 
receiving the closest attention of the Secretary. who 
wants to be sure he is right and to hear from all 
siics before making any change. He will probably 
n>‘ announce his fiaal decision fora month or so 
yet, and meanwhile the present system will prevail 
and the new Brigadier General will probably con- 
tinue in command of the Fort Leavenworth wili- 
tary school, Lieut. Colonel R. H. Hill, 6:b Inf., 
is prominently mentioned as General McCook’s suc- 
cessor in command of the school. 








REASON VERSUS FORCE. 

WHEN man was expelled from Eden the Cherubim 
was set with flaming sword to guard the way 
against bis return. This weapon of war thus be- 
ccmes the symbol of the conflict between 
the mighty forces of evil and good, continuing from 
taat day until this. The Reverend Docior B. F. 
D: Costa, speaking with the authority of his pro- 
fession, brings to us this week, in a letter appearing 
elsewhere, the glad tidings that this conflict nears 
its ending. ‘The age of Force is going and the 
age of Reason comes on apace,” he assures us. This 
is indeed gocd news. We wish he had given us 
b.tter proof of it than the Anarchist disposition 
to peace, for we have heretofore ascribed this hope- 
ful disposition to the Chicago hangman. ’Tis 
‘‘ gibbets keep the lifted hand in awe” and not the 
advent of Tom Paine’s ‘‘ Age of Reason.” 

We publish with pleasure Dr. De Costa's radiant 
auticipations and regret that we cannot altogether 
accept his optimistic views. When the sacerdotal 
and the kingly offices are united; when every man 
shall become a priest in his own house, after the 
order of Melchisidek; when, in short, in every 
nation, in every hamlet, in each household, Reason 
shall control Passior, battle-ships will disappear 
and battle-flegs be furled. War and bloodshed will 
then disappear—not by force of legislation, or even 
in obedience to priestiy decree, but as the mists 
vanish before the rising sun. 

We can assure Dr. De Costa that he greatly mis- 
tukes military men if be for a moment imagines 
that they have any disposition to delay this con 
summation, so devoutly to be wished. On the con- 
trary, it is their mission—their most ardent hope 
and office to so direct and control and limit 
the scope of human contention that it shall as 
seldom as possible break forth into war. It 1s 
their endeavor to prevent, not to promote strife ; 
to prevent it as the skilful doctor prevents the 
spread of disease and the outbreak of pestilence ; 
to prevent it as the just judge or the wise counselor 
prevents unnecessary litigation; as the high-minded 
priest prevents violation of the moral law by 
urging upon men obedience to their highest 
motives. To the contumacious disturber of the 
peace the warrior presents the sharp edge of his 
sword; to the stubborn violator of the laws of 
health the physician hastens with his pellets and 
his prcbes; in the ears of the wilfvl law breaker 
the judge jangles the keys of his prison cells, 
anJ against those who scoff at the laws written 
upon his tables of stone the priest hurls the 
thuncers of Sinai. Each has his office and his 
bigh duty in the existing order, and when one dis- 
appears they will all disappear together. 

What, by the way, does Dr. De Costa mean by 
his assertion that ‘* approximate justice has kept us 
in entire safety for more than seventy years”? In 
acdition to an enormous expenditure in lives and 
mony, we are paying to-day im war pensions a 
price for this ‘approximate justice” nearly equa] 
exch year to Germany’s military budget. If he 
refers to our freedom from foreign aggression, he 
must bave searched for his modern examples in 
those ancient records of the Hebrews which are his 
daily study. Not to go further, we would ask the 
Reverend Doctor what ‘‘approximate justice,” or 
any other kind of justice, had to do with Louis 
Napoleon’s departure from the soil of Mexico? It 
was the grim array of Grant’s, Sherman’s and Sheri- 
dan’s war-seasoned battalions frowning upon him 
from the hither side of the Rio Graxde that ac- 
counted for this hasty exit and somewhat tardy 
app’ eciation of the merits of the Monroe doctrine. 
Dr. De Costa is a very able and distinguished cler- 
g) man, but we are forced to conclude that his forte 


is not in the field of dialectic:, except as the word 
is used by the Kantians to indicate false argu- 
mentation. 








THE Churchman expresses its approval of the 
efforts of the present Congress to proviie for ‘‘ the 
ethical and moral needs” of the Army. It does 
not approve, however, of Gencral Scho‘eld’s propo- 
sition to leave the selection of chaplains to the 
several garrisons. Of this it says: ‘‘The chief 
objection to this suggestion is that it virtually 
throws the appointment of chaplains back into the 
bands of the colonels or the commanders of posts. 
It is said that whén a well-known general officer in- 
spects barracks there is a great demand among the 
enlisied men for New Testaments to lay on top of 
their open kits. And in the election of a chaplain 
by a garrison ‘ the boys’ would be tolerably certain 
to ascertain what would please ‘the old man,’ and 
vote accordingly: not in ‘slavish fear,’ perhaps, but 
as knowing what is good for themselves.” 

It also tells the story of a former Adjatant- 
General ** well known to churchmen,” whe is cred- 
ited with having placed a Protestant Episcopal 
altar and chancel furniture at one end of a chapel 
in the Soldiers’ Home and a Roman Catholic outfit 
at the other end and made the seats reversible. 
‘*But if all the ‘ divisions in Christendom’ had de 
mandcd equal rights the general would have been 
driven to call in the admiral to box the compass 
for the orientation of bis transepts. This is prac- 
tically the problem now before Congress.” On the 
general subject of Army reform our religious con 
temporary says : 


Since 1865 our small Regular Army has been chiefly em- 
Plu)¢a in the far West in preparing and guarding the way 
tor the mighty march of civilization across the continent. 
“Out of sight” it bas been “ out of mind.’ Congress ruth- 
lessly reduced the Army to a numerical strength (vor weak- 
ness) tbat prolonged every Iodian campaignu.at an unspeak- 
able cost of blood and treasure; refused even brevet pre- 
motion to the heroes of a hundred fights with savage foes; 
doled out grudgingly only the unavoidable appropriations, 
and turned a deaf ear to the recommendations of Secretaries 
of War and genera! officers of line and staff for the ameli- 
oration of the hard lot of the nation’s pioneers. 

The facts in this matter c »nstitute a record not undeserv- 
ing of being styled “a quarter-century of disbonor. * * 
The outcry in the secular press last winter about ill-treuat- 
ment of enlisted men and the severe inquisition which was 
conscquently ordered from Washington were enough to 
bring about the expulsion of every tyravt in the Army or 
tbe Navy. Yet the result proved that while there might be 
abuses of authority and ungovernable meop, the real fault 
was in the law and system under which which officers and 
men alike were compelled to live. * * The champion of 
military reform, these many years past, in Congress bas 
been the Senator from Nebraska, which State was the meet- 
ing ground of the Army and the people after the great 
Sioux war which culminated in the Custer massacre and the 
vigorous policy which followed upon that calamity. All 
honor to Senator Manderson for his gallant struggle for the 
rescue of the nation from the unconsciousness of its sin 
against its gallant and faithful servants wearing its livery. 
No doubt the good work will now go on until the Army is 
* regulationed ” conformably to the fast-coming twentieth 
century. There is no reason in the future why the Regular 
Army shai not be the grammar school into which Ameri- 
can-boro young men shail €nlist for instruction and train- 
ing in a five years’ course preparatory to the duties of life. 








As soon as the attention of Secretary Tracy was 
called to the matter, he promptly revoked the 
orders assigning the Hssex to the duty of carrying 
the remain3 of John Ericsson to Sweden and in- 
formed the executors of Ericsson’s estate that 
either the Philadelphia or Baltimore would be 
assigned to this service. The general approval of 
this wise decision shows how mistaken were those 
who presumed upon public indifference to Ericsson. 
Whoever was responsible for this blunder, it is 
‘evident that it was rot the Secretary. Where there 
1s the will there is a way, and it is obvious that a 
suitable vessel can be and will be found for this 
most diguified mission. 








THaT General Du Burry, the new Commissary 
General, and General McCook, the new Brigadier- 
General, are appreciated by their Congressional 
friends is shown by the promptness with which their 
nominations were confirmed. The former was nom- 
inated July 10, the latter July 11, and on the fol- 
lowing day, notwithstanding that there bad heen 
no meeting of the Military Committee, both were 
confirmed, and July 14 their commissions were 
issued to them. 


LARGE numbers of regular troops are now in, or 
converging upon militia encampments in the several 
States, and the ‘‘ field instruction season” ot 1890, 
promises to be of much professional benefit to the 
Army, notwithstanding the limited appropriations 
for transportation preclude any very extensive de- 
monstrations.

THE Army may look for a very liberal construc. 
tion of the recent act to prevent desertion. The 
Secretary is giving close personal attention to every 
feature of the bill and, weare assured, is disposed 
to give the enlisted man every possible advantage 
under its terms. Section 2, allowing enlisted men 
their discharge after three years’ faithful service 
upon their own application has, we understand, 
bean construed to include service prior to July 1, 
1890. About 30 applications for discharge under this 
section have already been received. No one has yet 
applied for the privilege of purchasing his discharge. 
The instructions to paymasters of the U.S. Army 
in regard to the method of deducting and account- 
ing for the $ per month to be retained from the 
pay of each enlisted man during the first year of en- 
listment will probably be issued in the form of a 
circular from the Pay Department, though the sub- 
ject will also be generally covered in the order from 
the A.G.O. The understanding is that only those 
who have enlisted since July 1 will have the $4 re- 
tained from their monthly pay. One of the points 
upon which a conclusion has not yet been reached 
is as to the amount to be prescribed for those who 
wish to purchase their discharge before the expira- 
tion of term of enlistment. The purpose seemingly 
is to fix an amount equivalent to what it will cost to 
secre another man in the place of the one dis- 
charged. Tbe actual cost of recruiting and trans- 
portation to the point of service is the principal, 
is probably the only item to be considered. It 
will probably be considered that the amount paid be- 
tween date of enlistment and discharge is quid pro 
quo for services rendered, and no charge on that ac- 
count will then be made. The Subsistence De- 
partment is now taking steps to provide the pound 
of vegetables asan addition to the daily ration as 
prescribed by theact. The subject of the propor- 
tion of vegetables to be allowed has been discussed 
by the Secretary with the new Commissary-General 
this week, and the allowance practically agreed 
upon. A very liberal allowance will be made for 
potatoes, probably 70 per cent. of the new addition, 
or when potatoes: and opions only are desired, 80 
per cent. of the former and 20 of the latter will be 
authorized. With 70 per cent. for potatoes, the re- 
maining 30 per cent. may be applied tosuch other 
vegetables as beets, tomatoes, corn, and a number 
of other vegetables in their proper seasons. General 
Du Barry’s long experience in catering to the wants 
and needs of the soldier in this direction will doubt- 
less be of great value to the Secretary in carrying 
out this feature of the bill. 








At the 5th Corps meeting of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac in Portiand General Perter 
expressed the regret of the members that General 
Chamberlain was deprived by circumstances be- 
yond his control of the pleasure of writing the his- 
tory of the corps, as all had hoped and expected, 
but assured the members that this labor of love was 
now being performed by Colonel Carswell Mc- 
Clellan, and that General Chamberlain would render 
every assistance in his power.

EARLY FRONTIER LIFE IN THE ARMY. 


ABOUT seventy vears ago it was thought advisable 
by militery autborities to build a new nost near the 
Sault de Ste. Marie. at the foot of Lake Superior. 
The Indians had shown signs of hostility, and the 
situation would be eligible in case of war. General 
Brady, with three companies of irfantry. started 
aut toestablish the port. Samuel B. Griewold,. being 
lat Lieutenant of Co. A. 20 Irfantry. had heen en- 
trusted with the command of the post when sta 
tioned at Greenbush, near Albany, im the absence 
of Captain Kearrey. 

At Sackett’s Harbor the officers and their com- 
panions started on their long and tedious journey. 
Changing half-way. they boarded a sloop. the cap 
tain promising faithfully to take them te the Sault; 
but unfortunately toe weather was much againat 
them. and not having meade as goo! time as ex- 
nected, be deliberately landed them on the chore of 
the lake. surronuded by dense woods, and 90 niles 
from their destination, explaining that the time 
for which the sloop was chartered had expired, 
pe refusing to proceed further without special 
orders. 

There was but one available boat, and in that the 
officers started with a few men on an exploring ex- 
pedition, leaving the remainder to take charge of 
the womenand children. and exnecting to return 
shortly ; but thev were delayed, and the party left 
behind had to apend two days and nights bv the 
dense wonds. a prey to distressing fears of wild In- 
diane, wild beasts, and still wilder fears for the 
safety of their husbands. A hoapital tent wae nut 
up, but there was juet room in it for the children 
to sleep; so the officers’ wives sat up all night on 
the logs place’? around the huge fire which was 
hullt to keep off the wild animale. The exvlorers 
finally returned, delighted that thev had not heen 
obliged to shoot the rapids, and explaining their 
delay by being forced to smoke the “pipe of 
peace” with the Indiuns. 

The officers bad brought a large ‘‘ bateau,’’ as it 
was called, and took the party in that to the new 
post, which was to be named Fort Bra‘tv, after the 
general. Once there, the only building for them to 
inhabit was a large, square, forlorn structure, 
which fiftvw years before had been used bv fur 
traders. There were eight roome ip it and two 
large fire-places. The Indians and half breeds with 
which it bad swarmed at the companies’ arrival 
had to vacate the premises, and the officers’ fam- 
ihes took possession. 

The Indiana had been accustomed to smoke 
their meat indoors, so the walls were black 
and grimy, the roof leaked dreadfully, and all 
things were out of repair. Remains showed thet 
the fur-traders had had a bake-shop, a blacksmith's 
forge and other conveniences. Now nought was 
left but ruins. Only ove family—the Johnsons— 
lived on that side the river. The head of thie family 
was a gentleman, an [Irishman by birth, who had 
married a squaw after living with her a number of 
aan and becoming deeply attached to their chil- 

ren. 

it was August when the troops arrived, and the 
building of quarters and barracks was at once be- 
guo. The first brick chimney in that region was 
built by uhe soldiers, who burnt the bricks them- 
selves. They had a few horses, but dared not use 
them for hard work, as they could get no more if 
those were disabled. The enlisted men therefore 
had todo the work horses would otherwise have 
performed. After cutting down trees and sawing 
them into logs they were harn six ata time be 
fore the cart to drag the logs to the Fort. Punish- 
ments for misconduct were severe; the men were 
tied up, stripped and flogged, and for some mis- 
demeanors were bound to fences with a sword tied 
between their teeth. One map was beard to say 
that if “he ever enlisted again, it would be in the 
capacity of a horse, as then he would have no hard 
work to do.” 

They remained in their first miserable quarters 
during most of the wiuter months, and with a’ sort 
of grim mirth named their shanty the “ Hotel 
Flanpagap,”’ by which soubriquet it continued 
tu be called. Snow vame in October, with cold so 
intense it was almost impossible to keep warm. A 
few stoves were put up, and the pipes run through 
the walls into the next rooms, occupied by other 
officers’ families; and then outside a window, so 
that when tbe wind blew from certain directions, 
the smoke was so frightful they could keep no fires 
atall. It was hard enough to get sufficient wood 
brought in,.as the men were so busy; accordingly 
when the cold was intense, yet the wind prevented 
fires from being built, some of the ladies who bad 
no fuel would confiscate a little from another more 
fortupate, putitin a bake-pan, and invite friends 
to“ comein and get warm!” The roof, moreover, 
of the *“ Hotel Flannagan,” leaked bormbly; and 
one night Mrs. G—— was awakened by a drip, drip, 
which she had beard in ber dreams. Her baby, the 
first child born in the barracks, slept in a small cot 
beside her, and putting out ber hand she found the 
little one’s bed covered with water, and the child 
and ber clothing drenched. 

Sometimes in stormy weather the floors would be 
so submerged that the children had to sit on the 
beds to keep out of water, aud shoes and stockings 
would be found floating around in the morning. 

The food was very poor, ana they bad the great- 
est difficulty in getting any provisions. As for ser- 
vants, the soldiers’ wives made so much More as 
laundresses that they could not be induced to give 
up that lucrative position for even one night to at- 
tend a lady with a new born babe. So the officers’ 
wives bad to nurse and care for each other on such 
occasions. Thus necessity otten makes heroines of 
us unawares, and the bardships and dangers of their 
life in this uncivilized region were uncomplainingly 
and even cheerfully bourne by all. in these days of 
steam, rails and electricity, it is hard to realize what 
life was 70 or 80 years ago; shorn of all the comforte, 
even bare necessitics, not to mention luxuries of 
modern Army life. Communication with friends 
was almost cut off, only one mail during the entire 
winter arriving at this outpost, and that was 
brought by Indians on snow sboes. 


_ One of the amusements of the young officers dur- 
ing the winter was driving sledges, drawn by large 
dogs, who used often to get tangled up together, 
much to the perplexity of the officer acting as 


driver, who stood up in the sledge, whip in band, to 
guide them. 

Iv thesummer the children of the carrison were 
fond of watching the [ndians, st a short distance 
beyon4 the fort. -ngaged in making maple sugar. 
The women would have their papoostes strapred ur 
in the trees, where they were pusbed or rocked if 
they cried. Otbers used to be ranged in rows against 
the trunks of treea,on the boards to which they 
were fastened. The officers bougbt sugar of the [no 
dians for household purposes, and sometimes the 
children were presented with “mocoks,” little boxes 
like basketa of bark. prettily embroidered in col- 
ered quills and filled with the soft brown suger. 
The Indians aleo sold eggs and berries to the fort 
people, but they were generally inclined to be verv 
ugly, and would come balf naked and bideous with 
war paint, featbera and tateoing, to dance hefore 
the windows of the “Hotel Flannagan.” and, tap- 
ning threateninely on the panes, would peep in and 
demand meat, bread and whiskey, which the fricht- 
ened ladies would eagerly give to get md of them. 

When the new buildings were completed they 
were made in the form of a bollow square with pa- 
rade ground in the court. At first the buildings 
were of rough logs, and neighbors could not help 
seeing into each other's querters; but a year later 
thev were all plastered. 

Lieut. Griewold had great command over the re. 
bellious Lndians; heing a man of «ourage and discin 
tine be bed won the'r entire confidence and respect. 
Placed often in dificult and trying situations, bie 
military ability and cool command over his men 
gained him the title of “the Brave,” and when the 
news reached them a few years later of hia death at 
the age of 30. even the uremotional Indians were 
seep to mourn. He was a fine type of man; tall and 
eommanding in stature. and very handsome; in 
ebaracter generous and bigh-minded and loval, he 
won the admiratien of his subordinates and the 
esteem of his superiors. He was on the eve ot being 
promoted as captain when he died. at the age of 31. 

Durire the war of 1812. Lieut. Griswold and three 
nother officers were teken prie*ners by the British and 
held as hostages in Quebec. His companions iu exile 
had stealthilv made an opening in the prison walle 
and reneatedly urged bim to escape with them, but 
hia only anewer was: ‘‘ I have given my parole, and 
my honor forbids me” So be remained behind 
while they escaped. Shortly afterwards the three 
were recaptured and placed under very strict sur- 
veillance. while Lieut. Griswold was given ereater 
liberty and privileges, until be was finally ex- 
changed. He was atthe timeof this episode only 
20 years of age, having entered the Army at 18. His 
many letters to his father, etc., and other relations 
residing in New York city, describing his life in the 
Quebec prison, his privations, and the subsequent 
courtesy shown bim by the English officers, ure full 
of interest and old time army anecdotes. oa6¢

A MAN OVERBOARD!! 


SunpDay Digbt, or rather Mondav morning, June 3, 
1844. at 2a. m., the C.S. frigate Macedonian, being 
about 150 miles due west of Cape Mount, on the 
coast of Africa—the writer beinog then a lieu'enant 
on board of ber—was struck by a equal! on the star- 
board quarter. The topsails were clewed down to 
it; it was raining bard, and the ship going 8 knots. 
About the same time orders were given to get a cast 
of the deep-sea lead, and one of the men, Samuel 
Kingeman, of Rochester, N. Y., while passing along 
the lead line outside of the ship fell overbourd. He 
caught hold of the trail.rope. which was towing, 
and called out for belp. The life-buoy was cut away 
and the ship brought to the wind with the main and 
mizzen topsaila aback. The life buvy passed the 
man as he still held on to the trail-rope, but he bad 
to let go very soon, as the bheadway—while the ship 
was coming totbe wind—was too great to enable 
him to hold on. During this time p rations were 
made to lower the boats, which was done as soon as 
the bead way was nearly stopped. 

Three boats with lights in them pulled directiy 
for the place where it was supposed the poor fellow 
to be, which was nearly dead to windward. it was 
thought. too, that be must be nearly a mile from the 
ship by this time. The boats pulled around the sup- 
posed spot and vicinity for three-quarters of an 
bour, and not seeing him or the life buoy, or hear- 
ing anything like thesound of his voice, returned to 
the sbip. The captain immediately ordered the boats 
to be manned with fresh vrews, and to start off again 
to look further for the unfortanate man, intend- 
ing to remain bove to as near the spot as possibie 
until daylight. About 5 o'clock, as 7 began to 
break, the weather still thick and raining, it was 
thought that the boats bad been long enough ab- 
sent, and guns were fired, and rockets discharged 
to recall them. As one of the boats started to pull 
towards the sbip, the officer of her heard a noise; be 
directed all to listen, when it was beard again, and 
be gave orders to pullin the direction from whence 
the noise came. After a few strokes of the oars, 
they beard a voice close to tbe boat call out, “ take 
eare or you will pull over me.”’ It was the man who 
fell overboard—who, indeed, might be called “ the 
lost man.” who was thus most miraculously and 
providentiallv saved. Although be had now been in 
the water three hours, he was still swimming. per- 
fectly calm and cool, but a good deal fatigued. 
When he fell overboard be bad on a pea- jacket, of 
which he divested himself while in the water, as 
weil as of his frock and trousers, which left him free 
and unencumbered. 

it is a startling sound, atany time, the cry of “Man 
overboard,” but it was particularly so on the night 
described, as the weather was very forbiddings It. was 
not koown for some time who the. person was: 
had falien overboard. It was thought to bea 
boy, pretty well grown, by the npame of erso0. 
and when the boats left the ship the nd. time [ 
went to my stateroom and threw myself upon the 
berth, thinking that it was this boy, . Not ove of us 
io the wardroom supposed fora moment that there 
was the least prospect of his saved. 1 could 
not get asleep, but was. thinking/all the. time of 
Henderson—rather a coarse looking boy, with a 
a bappy-looking: face; a e mouth filied 
with large irregular white teeth. e was voted for 
always being happy, cheerful, and obedient. I 
thought of the short space sometimes allotted to us 





between time and eternity; upon what a slender 





thread life hangs; how suddenly we are coiled into 
the presence of the Almighty. our good Lord and 
Maker. and how much it behooves us to be at all 
times prepared for such an erent. 

When the boat returned with “the lost found.” 
theugeb it wae ancther—an excellent man, too—all 
felt as if greativ relieve’ from a we'<ht of care, sor- 
row aod anxietv. Joun J. Aumy.

DEMOCRACY FOR THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Novy Journal: 


In P dn ee of April 5, vou quote from the 
late I Crook these words: 

* You ark me my opinion ir regard to the number ot de- 
sertions in the Army of the U.8.. and the reasons for the 

vercertare «f railitary convicts now in the mili- 
tary prisons. * * * * * * The moment the citizen dons 
the uniform of a private so'dier, no matter what hi« pre- 
vious social positinn meav bave been, be is instantly oatra- 
cized bv the public. He is simply a common «oldier, 
** ¢ * * A man loses bis pride and self-reanect when be 
finds be is despised by the veople be meets. that be 
sbunoed bv his former associates, and is no longer regarded 
as their social equal.” 

This condition of public sentiment undoubtedly 
does «xist, and is not overdrawn by Gen. (rook, nor 
its influeuce overestimated. Until this public opin- 
ion is changed it will be utteriv impossible to make 
the rank and file of the Army of this nation of free 
and independent Anglo-Saxon people what it ought 
to be, and what it would otherwise naturally be- 
come. 

The rough life, the privation, the trial, the separ- 
ation from the benefits of civilization, are passing 
away. Larger posts nearer cities and prosnerous 
cow munities are being established, where in unem- 
ployee hours the benefits and delichts of civilized 

ife can be enjoved, and where much cn be learned 

not only of what would be useful in war, but also 
much that would be useful in any position in 
life. There is little reason now why the pPivate sol- 
dier may not individually and personally bone to 
rise continually in the social consideration of bis 
fellow mev,and be might now well spend a laree 
portion of bis time in those studies and exercises 
that will ft bim fora continually bigher and more 
vulcured life in the Army or out of it. 

If a constant effort were made to eliminate from 
the routine of duty evervthing that is not necessa 
ia war, could not the soldiers of the superior intel- 
ligenee and character, who wonld then be enlisted, 
spend more than half of their time in useful studies 
aud stil) bave time enoue? left for them to learn of 
the knowledge they would use in war, more than is 
now learned by the present average enlisted ‘nan? 

Did not the Confederate cadets of Washington avd 
Lee University, Va., fight as well wheno suddaniy 
called into battle, and would not any experieuced 
veteran leader bave relied upon them as confidently 
as upon an equal number of soldiers of the same 
years’ and months’ peace service in the Army? 

No criticism is intended as to the physica! treat- 
ment of the enlisted men. They are as wll clothed 
avd ae well fed as the average of young Americans 
were who have since made their mark io our pro- 
gressive world. 

Any right minded young American who sould 
not endure as much for the eake of advancement 
has not the right kind of etuff in him of which to 
make beroes and should keep out of all the rough 
roads that lead to noble manhood or to greatness. 
At least one and probably both of our loved and 
martyred Presidents endured as much in their boy- 
bood and youvg manhood. What the young Amer- 
ican citizen objects to is the aristocratic theory that 
without reference to the character of either, con- 
demns an officer who associates with an enlisted 
map. 

Aon American does not complain if another does 
not choose to recognize and associate with bim.,; He 
allows him the freedom to do as be pleases wn this 

19 consideration of a like freedom accorded 
to himself. But be does vot resent in unmeasured 
condemnpatien the theory which on account of some 
reason of selfishness, pride or policy. condemns bis 
friends who are inclined to associate with bim for 
doing 60, notwithstanding bis own admitted personal 
apd moral worth. This is the most offensive and 
injurious kind of infringement of persona! 1) ¥ 
He who by conspiracy deprives another of h 
friend, commits bim greater wrong thea be who 
robs bim of his wealth. And if the American finds 
his friend vields to the dictates of unjust conven- 
tiepality and withdraws bis friendship and social 
intercourse, be will, if he bas no other remedy, quit 
the condemned business or occupation at the earli- 
est possible opportunity, no matter how otherwise 
congenial. 

ln addition to the injustice of having those who 
recognize his inherent worth condemned for asso- 
ciating with him, the young American feels the in- 
justice of the ban which forbids to bim a reasonable 
bope to rise by bis own exertions above his preseee 
level. He feels the injustice and tyrauny which by 
conventional traditions arbitrarily widens deep- 
ens and seeks to make forever impassable the culf 
which divides those who have no bope to rise im the 
world except their own clear head and brave and 
bonvest hearts from those who by thegravwc of an ap- 
pointment or a commission obtained perhups by the 
efforts of others are thenceforth to be raised simply 
by the demise of those who stand above. 

A treatment more considerate of the higher hopes 
and aspirations of the enlisted men, and a proper 
encoursgement of and sympathy with them in all 
their efforts te improve themselves and earn a 
higher social position will merit and will sevurea 
higher grade of men, and thie is what ought to be.

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a tower of strength scattered throughout the land, 
and ready when the country calls to return to its 
military service at once, al y trained, and taking 
with them their neighbors, whom they would be 
competent to instruct in the minor tactics and 10 
all the soldier’s duties. They would disseminate 
patriotism and military knowledge where needed 
among the people. There would be a better under- 
standing of the Army among the people, and the 
better understanding of the people in the Army. 

This social ostracism of the enlisted men, while 
very injurious to the Army, is undermining, and if 
something is notdoneto prevent it will aimost, if 
not entirely. destroy the National Guard in many 
localities. The low character of the rank and file 
affects the commissioned officers of the Army only 
indirectly. If they commanded a higher grade of 
men they would themselves be beneficially affected 
thereby. Every one is affected somewhat by the 
character of those with whom he deals, even if he 
does ic at arm’s length, as well as by the spirit that 
controls the intercourse. Toe dealing of the lord 
with the serf, and the master with the slave, gives a 
strain of arbitrary coarseness to the character of 
eich that he would pot otherwise huve. He learns 
to limit bis sympathies to those of hie own supposed 
cast, and the universal brotherhood of man is for- 
gotten or ignored, if not despised. 

The National Guard is much more deeply affected 
than the Army by this deliberately enforced social 
ostracism and consequent somewhat lowered char- 
acter of the enlisted men. 

lo the National Guard, as a rule, which rule we 
ought not, aod owing to our free ideas we will not, 
change, the officers are promoted from the enlisted 
men, and if there is not among them material of 
which good geveral and good line and staff offivers 
can be made, so much the worse will the character 
of the officers be. 

Fi.teen years ago, when the State troops first be- 
gan to assume definite form, the best representative 
young men of the country, of the best social posi- 
tion, went intoit. Menof ability with a promising 
future before them donned the uniform of the pri- 
vate soldier, and were thought none the less of for 
so doing by their social acquaintances. The ma- 
terial from which it — to develop officers 
of high rank was found among the privates. A 
company existing at the outbreak of the late war, 
and with which the writer was afterwards con- 
nected, furnished from its enlisted men three brevet 
brigadier-generals, two of whom commanded divi- 
sions, and one was the adjutant general of an Army 
corps, besides furnishing 31 other officers. No Regu- 
lar Army company with the presvoat class of en- 
listed men could ever do anything like this. Neitber 
could avy future company of the National Guard, 
if the bumiliation of the rank and file is to be ap- 
proved and continued. 

Another militia company in a neighboring city 
furvisbed two major-generals, one of whom wasa 
corps commander, besides many other officers of 
merit. The rank and file of the Volunteer Army 
was composed of young men of ability and char- 
acter. Tne Governor of our State, and some of the 
other State officers served as enlisted men during 
the late war. 

The men who are willing to “don the uniform of 
the private soldier” even in the National Guard, are 
pow different in character from those of 15 years 
ago. The change is apparent. Why is thisso? How 
ean this tendency to a degraded rank and file be 
stopped? How can the old order be restored ? 

Tbe other words of Gen. Crook, it must be said 
with the profoundest respect for the General, are 
not so true. He goes on to say, * The people them- 
selves are to blame for this feeling toward the un- 
fortunate private soldier, and its demoralizing 
effect upon him are too apparent.’’ The demoraliz- 
ine effect of this feeling of the people toward the 
« Safortunate private soldier” is apparent enough 
in all reason to evervone, but it is not the people 
who are to blame. Without blame to apy individual 
in particulsr, a careful study will show that the 
difficulty arises from the ideas adopted from a for- 
mer age and ap aristocratic state of society and 
taught at some of our military schools and in the 
Army, and being introduced from time to time in 
the National Guard. It is taught with more or less 
distinctoess that the bumiliation of the enlisted 
man at least as far as the social treatment of him by 
his superiors is concerned, is necessary to a proper 
discipline. If this were true, all the evils attending 
it would have to be endured, for disvipline is indis- 
pensable to an army. But this treatment is only ne- 
cessary to one kind of discipline, that adapted to 
aristocracies, and is not the best fora free country. 
Let officers cease their efforts to impress upon the 
enlisted man this immense social distinction, and 
endeavor to teach them directly the necessity for 
military subordination and obedience to superiors 
as indispensable to success in war, regardless of 
social position, and the evil will in a large measure 
be overcome. Let officers learn the difference be- 
tween military subordination aud social bumili- 
ation, a distinction they do not always seem to 
understand. Many a worthy citizen, worthy of the 
highest esteem and confidence of his fellow men, 
appreciates that others pave a much greater ca 
city natural or acquired, for command, than he, 
and would prefer to see those who are beat qualified 
to exercise military autbority successfully, plaved 
in command, and would render prompt and strict 
obedience if that were all. But he is absolutely up- 
willing to acknowledge a social superiority at the 
same time. 

It would seem to be the most unreasonable of 
errors for gentlemen, officers of the Army or of the 
Nationai Guard, to endeavor to impress upon every 
one everywhere and always the immensity, per- 
manency and impassability of the gulf which soo- 
ially exists between the men who fill the offices 
and the men who 4ill the ranks, and then 
expect the citizen to accept the enlisted man 
as a social equal. The citizen is apt to think bimself 
on something like the same level as the officer, and 
if so where must the unfortunate private soldier be, 
according to the rigid social classification theory ? 
If, on the otber band, the officer expects the citizen 
to accept the common private as a social equal, 
what kind of an exalted social homage and defer- 
ence would it be thougbt proper should be rendered

As we have recently exp: essed uur opinion on this 
subject in the article entitled ‘“‘ Officer and Man,” 
published June 21, we do not need to reply to this 
curious application of general principles to the 
Army, not as it is, but as it is seen through the haze 
of civilian misapprehension.

THE STARRY FLAG.

Notre the item in your paper, July 5, that a re- 
arrangement of the stars in the National Flag is be- 
ing considered, 1 send you a solution. The two 
oblique lines contain 10 stars each, the vertical and 
horizontal 8 stars each, total 36. Eight stars dis- 
posed of, ope each in the angies near the apices, 
gives 44, which answers tbe condition. 

Very respectiully FOUR, 
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The law provides that the changein the field of 
the flag shall be made each Independence Day, to 
inelude the new States admitted during the previous 
year. A rearrangement will immediately be 
effected. The delay is caused by certain formal pro- 
ceedings incident on an official agreement of the 
Army and Navy to the arrangement of the stars 
“on a blue field.” One arrangement proposed is 
that of five rows, the first, third and fifth of nine 
stars each and the second and fourth rows of eight 
stars each.

CONSOLIDATE THE KITCHENS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I HOPE that you will agree with me that but one 
kitcbeu and one dining room should be maintained 
for the company organizations at each military post. 
The ration, you will remember, is a fixed quantity, 
and the amounts of the various articles of tuod com- 
posing it are based — its provident use by the max- 
imum pumber of the several organizations author- 
ized by law. It often happens, therefore, under the 
present system of cooking, that in small organiza- 
tions the best and most economical use of the ration 
is not possible. 

Each company is provided with a cooking range 
aud the necessary utensils for cooking its food, 
and receives a daily allowance of fuel needed tor 
the purpose. Ataiour company post, for illustra- 
tion, four cooks, four assistant cooks, and at least 
four * cooks police,”” are constantly employed in do- 
ing work that could be as well or better accomplished 
by five or six men altogether. {in the matter of 
economy in the supply of ranges, cooking uten- 
sils, fuel and labor, the advantage of a single kit- 
cben Jor each garrison is apparent. 

_ This advantage, however, 1s of secondary impor- 
tance when compared with the gain made by using 
the ration of the garrison as a whole. In such case 
both the bread and the meat ration, now provided 





by law, would be found abundant. Indeed, it may 


amy be asserted, that all articles of food, however 
obtained, if prepared in a single kitchen, would be 
better cooked, that a wider range of dishes would be 
rendered possible, and that a larger saving upon 
the Government ration would be effected. The 
boarding bvuuse and the hotel are able always to 
supply food at a cheaper rate than the private 
family. The wholesale house delivers more goods 
for the money than can be obtained at a retail es- 
tablishment. 

One efficient head cook in charge of all post cook- 
ing vould certainly accomplish better results than 
four or more head cooks working apart in the same 
field, although they all might be equally good. 

Under the single kitcben system apprentice cooks 
from the several companies of the garrisou, prepar- 
ing to fill the position of head vooks, or for service 
as cooks with their companies in the field, would 
more readily learn proper methods of cooking by 
the systematic and thorough instruction thus ren- 
dered possible, than by force of personal experience 
at the expense of the soldiers food, as is pow often 
the case, 

Among the advantages arising from the use of the 
single kitchen, one of the most prominent and de- 
sirable would be the discontinuance of the company 
fund, thus effecting the removal of a fruitful source 
of misunderstanding and discontent upon the part 
of the soldier. 

But few arguments against thesingle kitchen bave 
been made, and these are all b upon the idea 
that it might interfere with the independence of the 
company organization, and would possibly tend to 
make the soldier less abie than now to care for bim- 
self individually in the field. It seems scarcely 
worth while to say that the independence of the 
soldier, in caring for himself, and all his other mili- 
tary qualities, will in any case deperd wholly, upon 
the eaucation he receives. The opportunity is now 
offered annually to impart all needed instruction of 
every character in garrison and field, both collect- 
ively and individually, and the single kitchen in 
qeriese will not stand in the way of such instruc- 

ion. 

The object of the single kitchen may be summar- 
ized as a means of providing for the soldiers’ table 
in garrison, where the larger pest of his life is spent, 
more food than is now provided and a greater vari- 
ety than is now usually possible. If these objects 
can be accomplished by the means nan:ed, all senti- 
mentupon the subject of company independence 
and personal reliauce should in all reason and jus- 
sige be abandoned without further objection or . 
ay. 4 





THE ENLISTED MAN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


It is yarn f questiovable whether it is neces- 
sary to reply further to editorials, etc., in the press, 
manifesting so much ignorance with refereuce to 
the status and condition of the enlisted soldier. The 
latest startling intelligence is that the soldier leads 
the life of a convict, is compelled to perform all 
sorts of menial work, and receives only thirteen 
dollars a month, little dreaming that there 1s po 
foundation for such assertions, but that on the con- 
trary the condition of the enlisted man is far better 
than the laborer, the average mechanic, or the 
average newspaper reporter or inierviewer, who 
writes so much about that which he does not under- 


stand. 

The enlisted soldier is furnished by the Govern- 
ment with everything needful for his comfort, i. ¢., 
bis board, clothing, medicines, and medical attend- 
ance, and is tenderly cared for when sick, his pay 
not being affected, and his board at this post com- 
paring favorably with the hotels throughout the 
country, where two dollars per day is charged. in 
addition the soldier receives from thirteen to twenty 
dollars per month, being increased from thirteen 
dollars tor length of service or as the position of 
non-commissioned officer is secured. From this 
monthly payment there is no uecessary expense ex- 
cept for washing, one dollar per month, and allow- 
ing three dollars for luxuries, there is no soldier in 
the Army who, if temperate and economical, can- 
not deposit with the paymaster one hundred dollars 
ayear atfour percent. Whereis the mechanic or 
uewspaper reporter who cau do as well? The 
cbarge that the soldier is compelled to perform 
menial service for officers is not worthy of reply. 
It is forbidden by law and without the shadow of 
foundation in truth. Soldiers are glad to perform 
service for officers for pay. The soldier's life is 
easy, DO harsb or unjust treatment permitted, with 
ample recreation, with the use of the billiard room, 
reading room, amusement room, ten pin alley, base 
ball, foot bail, and more leisure for reading and im-- 
provement of the mind than the average man in 
civil life. The public are deceived by the false 
statements of the professional deserter, the snow- 
birds of the frontier as they are called, who are not 
worth the thirty dollars reward offered for their 
arrest. The good soldier does not desert. [ enciose 
average bill of fare.

NEW YORK CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 


PEEKSKILL, N. Y., July 16, 1890. 


THE State officers at the Camp of Instruction bave 
not yet ceased to talk about the transformation 
which has taken placein the 9th Regiment during 
the last two years, and especially since Col. Seward’s 
command was in camp last season. It is well known 
that a strong effort was madea year ago to force 
Colonel Seward to resign, and when he demurred to 
that request the State officials seriously discussed 
the feasibility of mustering the orzanization out of 
the service. Probably its splendid war record did 
more than anything else to saveit. And now, not- 
withstanding the fact that the regiment has an 
armory in an old tumble-down building, over a 
stable, which is practically uninhabitable, it 
bas demonstrated that it has wonderful recuper- 
ative powers, and this season Colonel Seward 
brought to camp an organization which, in wy. 
respects, is inferior to none in the Ist Brigade. Col. 
Seward may congratulate bimself that he accepted 
the detail for camp duty this year, although his 
regiment was bere last season. Lie bas demonstrated 
to the State officials just what kind of an organiz- 
ation he bas, which fact, without a shadow of a 
doubt, will do more than could bave been done in 
any other way towards securing a new armory fur 
his regiment. 

Before the men had been in camp 24 hours, Adju- 
tant-General Porter exclaimed, * Why, what have 
they been doing? | never saw avything like it.” 
Asst. lnpspector-Geveral Thomas H. McGrath put 
his views in a few words when he said, after having 
gone his rounds, one day: *“ Well, I see the days of 
my usefulness in this camp are growing rapidly 
shorter, because [ have practically nothing to criti- 
cise.” Tne regiment is not yet perfect by auy 
means. There are 8 great many minor points to be 
corrected, but the general work is good and the 
orgavization has taken a long step in the right di- 
reciion. Capt. N. B. Thurston, of the 22d Regiment, 
the instructor in guard duty, reports that the sen- 
tries did their duty well, and that the tactical 
points at guard mount were carefully looked after. 
Military courtesy was one of the points in which 
this organization was particularly weak two years 
ago, and in which it is very strong to day. 

The innovation of bringing a troop of cavalry iuto 
camp has attracted widespread attention, and the 
experiment proved eminently successful. Tbe mem- 
bers of Troop A are well-known youog men, who 
joined the organization out of pure love for the 
duties imposed upon them, and the willingness and 
entbusiasm with which they went at their work 
while in camp wey demonstrated that they were 
in earnest in their efforts to hecome proficieut cav- 
ailrymen. Captain Roe is too well known to need 
any comment. His remarks about the camp from a 
Regular Army officer’s point of view are interest- 
5 He considers the work that the men do at the 
Cawp of Instruction as garrison duty entirely, with 
scarcely a suggestion of field duty avout it. He was 
anxious to bave the State give him the money which 
it would cost to bring the troop to the State Camp 
apd maintam it there for a week, and allow bis 
organization to march to Albany, bivouacing along 
the route every night, and erecting their own tents. 
This, bowever, General Headquarters did not see 
fit toallow. Captain Roe has vopes that bis organ- 
ization will carry such a project into effect next 
season. The men showed considerable stuffness in 
handling their equipments during the first few days 
they were in camp; but before Saturday much of 
that had worn off, and they gave some fiae exhibi- 
tions at the mounted drills. fhe manoeuvres which 
were particularly interesting were in connection 
with Cuptain Lorigan’s company (A), of the 9th 
Regiment. Asbam battleon Friday morning de- 
veloped the fact that the men had good control of 
the animals which they rode, notwithstanding the 
fact that the borses were green and had never been 
under fire before. 

On the day that the troop started for bome the 9th Regi- 
ment and 2d Battery men gave them a regular ovation. The 
cavalrymen were not to be outdone and they returned the 
cheers with as much vigor as they were sent. Capt. Roe’s 
command rode to New York, starting from bere at 3 o’cluck 
Saturday afternoon and stopping at Dobb's Ferry for tour 
or five bours. When the men and horses bad become rested 
the march was continued to the city, where the Troop ar- 
rived early Sunday torenoon. 

The detail of (16) men from the 2d Battery, under com- 
mand of Sergt. Wm. F. McConnell, tully sustained the re- 
putation of that organization. A battery sentry mude a 
reputation for wide awake guard duty one night by captur- 
iog baif a dozen of the 9b Regiment mev, who were re- 
turning to camp after taps. 

The weather during the opening week of the camp was 
even more than could bave been expected. Not u drop of 
rain fell during the entire week and on one day, Tucsday 
only, was the heat so very excessive. 

In consequence of the camp being opened the day after 
July 4, the Urdnavce Department found it impossible to hire 
a boatto bring the troups trom the city to Peekskill for 
anything less than an exorbitant rate, consequently tne 9th 
Regiment meu came by train. The vost of bringing the 
troops by rail was tully double the usual expense of bring- 
ing them on a steamboat and the men did not like the 
change by any means. The sail up the riveris one of the 
enjoyable features ot a week at the cawp.

An incident happened the latter part of the week which 
caused a little excitement for a time, but the results of 
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which are not likely to prove very serious, although, no 
doubt, they will be the means of correcting some abuses 
which have crept in in the method of enlisting men for field 
musicians. 

The result of Gen. Porter's investigation was that he 
found that the circumstances connected with one man’s 
evlistment were somewhat peculiar, although they might 
possibly be explained ; that three ot’ were more suspi- 
cious still, and that ope member of the drum corps bad not 
been enlisted atall. Each man was obliged to write his 
pameé severa! times, and the signatures were compared with 
those on the pay rolisand the enlistment papers, and each 
man was required to otherwise identify himself. Ooe man 
would not say that he had signed the enlistment papers, 
although, according to the evidence of the captain of his 
compapry, he had served three years in the regiment, and 
there was no doubt about his being the man whose name 
appeared on the enlistment paper and on the payroll. As 
the signature on the enlistment papers differed materially 
from the one on the pay roll, however, General Porter de- 
cided that be was not enlisted, and be was told that he could 
not remain in camp in uniform; that the State would not 
pay for his subsistence, and that bie transportation home 
would not be paid by the State. In one other case the sig- 
patures ov the enlistment papers and on the pay roll were 
entirely different, but the man strougly protested that he 
was the man described in both documents. Upon ng re- 
quested to write his pame he did so seven or eight tines, aud 
Paymaster-General Walter C. Stokes, who is a banker and 
familiar with signatures, declared that not only was the 
signature on the enlistmeat paper and the one on the pay 
roll written by different persons, but the new signatures, 
written by the man in the presence of the investigators, 
were Jifferent from either of the others. The map, bow- 
ever, sti/l declared that be was regularly enlisted, and vo 
action was taken for the present. The trouble will un- 
doubtedly cause the officers to be more careful about enlist- 
ments io future, 

The 9th Regiment departed on Saturday, going by the 
steamboat Long Branch, which brought the I4th Regiment, 
of Brooklyn, a detail uf the 3d Battery, also of Brooxiyn, 
and the 4th Separate Company, of Yonkers. Four other 
Separate Companies came by train. Col. Seward’s command 
was drawn up io line to receive the new comers upon their 
arrival here,and within an hour after the Long Branch 
hove io sight, the old guard was relieved, the new troops 
marched into camp, and tne tented city had an entirely new 
lot of inhabitants. The State officers have the work so 
systematized that there is very little friction on changing 
oe troops.

One of the most noticeable weaknesses of the new men was 
the lack of military courtesy. This was especially true iu 
the 4th Regiment. When on the parade ground and not 
on auty, the men paid littie attention to saluting. This 
Omission was more noticeable among the Brooklyn men 
than among the members ot the separate companies. In tact 
the men composing the Provisional Battalion showed 
several points of excellence over tue city troops. At dress 
parade the maoual was fairly good, but again the separate 
company men showed more “snap” and precision than the 
14th Regiment men did. 

The guard mounts in the early part of the week were 
shaky. On Tuesday morning, Adjutant Wallace, ef the 14th 
Regiment, presented the guard to the officer of the day 
while the guard was at rear open order, and the officer of 
the day did not correct the error, but received the guard that 
way. The adjutant also ordered the guard to whee! while 
it was still at rear open order. The men stood fast, how- 
ever, and when the adjutant discovered his error, he cor- 
rected it. At company dritls both the separate companies 
and the regiment do very well, but when it comes to bat- 
talion urills all the troops show their weakness. separ- 
ate companies seem to want to go it alone, and are not 
caretul enough to preserve the form of the buttalion. The 
distances are often very bad. This must be expected, how- 
ever, from men who only get a chance to practice battalion 
movements once in two years. The men seem wiliivg, and 
no doubt before the end of the week will greatiy im- 
prove. The regimental battalion drills have been chiefly 
conspicuous by their slowness. A t deal of time see:ns 
to be wasted in instructing the markers in points with 
which they ought to be pertectiy familiar before they gc on 
the field. In tact up to this time little or no improvement 
has been made by the regiment in battalion drill. From 
the inspector’s point of view the camp has been ina fairly 
good condition. 

The guaid duty, in some respects, bas been about as bed 
as it well could be. The relief squads goabout, talking among 
themselves, and calling to the men in (be company streeia, 
They also pass remarks ebout visitors in a tone loud encugh 
to be beard several feet away, and some of the utterances of 
the men were too indecent to be beard anywhere. 

Maj. Lewis Bilch, the surgeon of the 10th Batt., of Albany, 
aud also the Secretary of the State Board of Health 
in camp the latter part of last week. He is ly inter- 
ested in the arrangement of the mess ball, and it was due 
largely to bis « fforts that a pew mess ball was built this ycar.

Discussion was caused among the officers of the l4th Regi- 
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ment and the provisional battalion, and also among the 
State officers, by a little incident due to the misaporeben- 
sion of Col. Michell rding Sec, 24, of Order No. 1, issued 
atthecamp.

Mej. Onderdonk, of the batralion, toid the Ist serveants 
shortly before dress parade that they would stand fast after 
the parade was dismissed,and march m review after the 
field was cleared of the 4th Regt. The officers of the regi- 
ment were nota little surprised when they saw those or- 
ders fulfilled, The State officers, too, were somewhat sur- 
rrised when the movement was executed. Lieut. Col. 
Smith stood on the field, in uncress uniform, and when the 
companies passed the Ist sergeants saluted him. The dis- 
cussion resulting from this little surprise taught Col. Michell 
that be had a perfect rightto request Lieut. Col. Smith, or 
either of bis own field officers, to take the dress pote H 
would not believe that fact, however, uotil had con- 
sulted Col. Poisterer, who told him that he beivg the com- 
mander of the regiment, the orders were, of course, sent to 
bim, but that be could use bis discretion about requesting 
Lieut, Col. Smith, or one of his own field officers, to com- 
mand at the parade, Then after learniog that it was the in- 
variable custom for the field officers to teke turus ia com- 
manding the dress , an Orderly was sent to Lieut. Cul. 
Smith's quarters with the uest from Col. Michell that be 
would take the dress parade Ju'y IT. 





SIGNAL CORPS, FIRST N. Y. BRIGADE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


My attention has but now been called to an article in the 
Herald of Juve 8 last beaded “ Mysteries of the Signal Scr- 
vice,” ia which the entire credit is given to the present cap- 
tain of the Ist Brigade Signal Corpe, and the real workers 
dropoed to the extreme depths of oblivion. 

* Honor to whom bonor is due “ is a very old maxim, and 
the credit and honor for the success of the Sigual Corps 
sbould be justly recorded 

The Ist gade Signal Corps was originally organized by 
Major Edwund C. Stanton, then signa! officer on the steff of 
Gen, Wm. G. Ward in 1884, under Sec. 17, M. C., and consisted 
of volunteers from the 9th, Lith and 12ch Regiments. In 1885 
the M. C., was amended, the Signal Corps became a puriion 
of the regularly organized forces of the State, aad on June 
12 of that vear General Ward returned his volunteers to 
their commands with the following « pli m G ‘al 
Orders No. 4: “III. Much progress was made and a high! 
satisfactory degree of iostruction attained by ali, and it fe 
hoped that the contioued individual practice may be kept 
up for the good of the service.” 

The organization of the State forces interfered with the 
further progress of the new Signal Corps, but owing to 
Mejor Stanton’s personal interest it was kept alive, so, that 
when in ber, 1886, be was assigned to duty as sixoal 
officer on the steff of General Fuzgerala he had toe nucleus 
on which the present Signal Corps is founded, with myseif 
as sergeant. To organize a body of men, under milita 
law, without quarters, clothing. equipmeat, etc., is 00 small 
undertaking: yet Mejor Stanton was equal to ‘ue occasion, 
At bis own expense, quarters were secured and fatigue uni- 
torms provided for toe embryo signaimen. Tois included 
spursand the expense of biring sabres, while to have his 
corps perfect be arranged tor severai riding lessons at one 
of our wel: known academies, 

The corps was allowed the use of the quarters of the Tist 
Regiment, and bere, on Nov. 17, 1887, it was officially mus- 
tered into the service of the State. 

Its first inspection was beld in this building Nov. 26, 1888, 
and, with pride, I can refer to the Comenaseutary bDotice of 
this inspection and drill as printed in ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL Dec, 8, 1888, I mention this merely to snow that 
something had been beard of this orgeatantion before tbe 
evolutious at Van Cortlandt Park May 31, 1890. 

I again repeat “ Honor to whom hopor 1s due,” and assert 
that but for the watcbfulness and kindness of Major Stan- 
ton, the old Ist Brigude Signal would have died, while 
the new one, thanks to bis ge yw make 
a creditable appearance when cailed for duty Decoration 
Day, 1888, and many subsequent parades. 

I do not wish to ct 1rom any, credit accruing to the 
present com mandant of the Signal Corps, but I do positively 
affirm that the Corps was one of the most efficient in the 
United States (outside of the ular Army) at the time be 
assumed commaod, and again refer to the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL Dec. 8, 1888, and the report of the Laspectur.Gen- 
eral, 8.

Two pumps should be provided, one 
for eech regiment, to draw water trom the lake into each 
regimental camp. I examined the officers’ and private-’ 
meeses and find that there is some waste that shoul’ he 
avoided. [I would suggest that we bave two guard mounts 
a day instead of one, tbus giving the officers and non-ccm- 
missioned officers more practice. Also that a telephone be 
placed in general headquarters, convecting with the Tacoma 
and Olympia line. Also that a flagpole be raised atonce. T 
would further suggest that a rifie range be at once con- 
structed. The companies are all well represented, and dur- 
ing my tour of duty | found no drunkenness, vulgarity or 
profanitv. The officers and meno I found courteous and sol- 
dierly. I would suggest that a United States Army officer 
be called for ro criticise and assist in compapy instructions.” 

After the first few days the men got settled down, aod 
naturelly thiogs ran smoother. 

The encampment was a great success, especialiy being the 
first one in the bistory of the old Territory or the pew State. 

Gov. E P. Ferry, commander.in-cbief, was io attendance 
for several days and expressed bimeelf as beiag more than 

satisfied with the encampment. 

Col. Trotter and Lieut. Jones, U.S. A., Vancouver Bar- 
racks, reported during the encampment as military in 
etructors. 

Gep. Gibbons and staff. U. 8. A.. of Vancouver Barracks, 
arrived in camp June 27, and reviewed the Ist Briyade io 
tLe afternoon, 

On the afternoon of June 28 there was a sham battle. A 
fort was constructed with artillery, which was taken and 
retaken during the engagement. Especially pleased with 
the battle, the manner of waging it and the result attained, 
were Bvt.-Col. Trotter, U.S. A., aud 2d Lieut.

Why is it that the State of New York spends bundreds of 
thousands of dollars on ber National Guard, writes Colonel 
F. Feigl in the Hi Post, builds armories that cost thou- 
sands of doliars. uniform their men, pay them for parades, 
camp duty, rifle practice, and any other duty they may 
perform, in tact, take excellent care of their National Guard 
and seldom retuse any request that is made? I am sure 
that the Legislature of the State of New York is composed 
of practical men, and unless they, as well asthe Governor, 
did not think the expense tbus incurred essential to the 
welfare of the State, such an expenditure would never be 
tolerated. I bardly think that New York State, in the midst 
of civilization, is in more darger of invasions, riots or otber 


borders and Indian Territory. Nevertheless New York has 
ao army of 12.000 men—one-balf the size of the standing 
army of the United States. Texas bas 1,500 men, and the 
largest territory in the United States to protect. The least 
Texas could do for her citizen soldiers would be to build 
armories, uniform their men and care for them as they 
should be. Every city and town in the State has a military 
organization. Let these organizations form a State associ- 
ation and use their influence in electing friends of the 
militia—such men wiil be liberal-minded and honorabie— 
only narrow minds are against martial law. 

We bave received a’ pamphlet entitled “Infantry Fire 
Tactics for the Canadian Militia,” by Major C. B. Mayne, 
R. E. It is an interesting and instructive essay, and refers 
among other things to Outline Description of a Modern 
Battle, The Man, Estimation of Ranges and Backsight Ele- 
vations, The Eviiof Uncontrolled Fire, Individual Firing, 
Subdivision ot Ranges. Collective Firing, Use of Combined 
Sighte, The Direction, Control, and Discipline of Fire, etc. 

At the recent evolutions at Van Courtlandt Park, N. Y..

day morning they breakfasted on the results of the kitchen's 
cooking, and after the action the pane and thirsty mem 
bers of the battery found tbe handy little kitchen steaming 
with things ready forthem. The portable kitchen is a 
valuable invention.

THE DEPENDENT PENSION BILL. 


Tue following is tbe full text of the dependent 
pension bill, which has been signed by the Presi- 
dent: 

AN ACT grantiog pensions to soldiers and sailors who ure 
incapacitated for the performance of manual labor and 
providing for to widows, mivor children, and 
dependent parents. 


Be it enacted Ny Se Sonate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That in considering the pension 
claims of dependent parente, the fact of the soldier's 
death by reason of any wound, injury, casualty, or 
disease which, under the conditions and limitations 
of existing laws, would have entitled him to an in- 
valid pension, and the fact that the soldier left no 
widow or minor children having been shown as re- 
quired by law, it shall be necessary only to show by 
competent and sufficient evideoce that such parent 
or parents are without other present means of sup- 
port than their own maauual labor or the wortri- 
butions of otbers nut legally bound for their sup- 
port: Provided, That all pensions allowed to de- 
pendent parents under this act sball commence from 
the date of the filing of the application hereunder 
and shall continue no longer than the existence of 
the dependence. 

See. 2. That all persons who served 90 days or 
more in the military or naval service of the United 
States during the late war of the rebellion, and who 
bave been bonorably discharged therefrom, and 
who are now or who may hereafter be suffering 
from a mental or physical disability of a permanent 
character, not the result of their own vicious habits, 
which iucapacitates them from the performance of 
manual Jabor in such a degree as to render them 
unable to earn asupport, shall, upon making due 

roof of the fact according to such rules and regu- 
ations as the Secretary of the Interior may pro- 
vide, be placed upon the list of invalid pensioners 
of the United States, and be entitled to receivea 
pension not exceeding $12 per month and not iess 
than $6 per month, proportioned to the degree of 
inability to earn support; and such pension shall 
commence from the date of the filing of the appli- 
catioa in the Pension Office, after the passage of this 
act upon proof that the disability then existed, and 
shall continue during the existence of the same: 
Provided, That persons who are now receiving pen- 
sions under existing laws, or whose claims are pend- 
ing in the Pension Office, may, by application to the 
Commissioner of Pensions, in such form as he may 
prescribe, showfug themselves entitled thereto, re- 
ceive the benefits of this act; and nothing bereiu con- 
tained shall be so construed as to prevent any pen- 
sioner thereunder from prosecuting his claim and 
receiving bis pension under any other general or 
special act: ovided, , That vo person 
shall receive more than one pension for the same 
period: And provided further, That rank in the 
service shal) not be considered in applications filed 
under this act. 

Sec. 3. That if any officer or enlisted man who 
served 90 duys or more in the Army or Navy of the 
United States during the late war of the rebellion, 
and who was honorably discharged has died, or shail 
hereafter die, leaving a widow without other means 
of support than her daily labor, or minor children 
under the age uf 16 years, such widow shall, upon 
due proof of her busband’s death, without proving 
his death to be the resultof his army service, be 
placed on the pension-roll from the date of the 





sil the possibilities above mentioned, for 400 men. Capt.

shall bave married said soldier prior to the passage 
of this act. 

Sec. 4. That no agent, attorney, or ether person 
engaged in preparing, presenting, or prosecuting 
any claim under the provisions of this act shall, 
directly or indirectly, contract for, demand, receive, 
or retain for such services in preparing, presenting, 
or prosecuting such claim asum greater than $10, 
which sum shall be rs only mpes the order of 
the Commissioner of Pensions by the pension agent 
making payment of the pension allowed and any 
person who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this section, or who shall wrongfully withbold from 
a pensioner or claimant the whole or any part of a 
pension or claim allowed or due such pensioner or 
claimant under this act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall, for 
each and every such offence, be fined not exceeding 
$500, or be imprisoned at bard labor not exveeding 
lwo years, or both, in the discretion of the court.

1 was at the Queen’s levee, at St. James Palace, 
when the Prince of Wales received for Queen Vic- 
toria, and I was surprised at the absence oi the Navy 
blue coat, when | stumbled next to an officer of the 
British Navy, who said to me at once, * Do you ob- 
serve how few pavy men are present at this great 
reception that tests the loyalty to the crown? These 
redcoats are all army officers, and they number two- 
thirds of all the people here. Our Vistoria Govern 
ment values only the army.”’ 

Il see what you say, I replied, but I thought that 


the English people regarded your navy as the bul- 
wark of Eagland’s defence.

ANECDOTE OF GENERAL CROOK. 


In the recent report of the Senate Committee on 
Pensions in the case of Mrs. Crook, widow of Maj. 
Gen. Geo, Crook, U.S. A., appears a letter not 
dated, but evidently written in 1864, while Gen. 
Crook was a prisonerin Richmond, after his cap- 
ture in West Virginia. It is as follows: 

BELLEVUE, Beprorp Crry, Va. 


Sir: The morning papers have just informed me 
of your capture. During Gen. Huuter’s advance on 
Lynchburg, last summer, the column of the Army 
under your command encamped within sight of my 
residence. Your headquarters were with Mr. Wilks, 
my near neighbor. On my returo from the British 
Provinces in October, this gentiemao stated to me 
that, in conversation with bim, you mentioned 10- 
cidentally that my house was on alist of those or- 
dered to be burned. Mr. Wilks stated, in reply, 
that 1 bad been absent many months from tbe 
country, and that my wife, daughter, and afew 
young jadies were the only white persons on the 
place. The result was (in entire accordance with 
the reputation you have acquired among our peo 
ple during the war) that, although my premises 
were visited by a detail of men who took the corn 
and meat of which your troops were in need, my 
family were treatea with perfect respect and po 
other property in any degree molested. 

The incident has probably passed from your rec 





ollection. Your own sense of duty and propriety 
alone controlled your conduct. It always will be 
giatefully remembered by meand every member 
of my household. | presume that, under arrange- 
ments for exchange, your confinement will bea 
brief one. If, during ite existenve, there is any 
modein which | can possibly contribure to your 
comfort, I trust you will not deny me the gratifica- 
tion. 1 bave directed — son, Lieut. Holcombe, 
who is about returning to bie command, to call ana 
see you. If you bave the slizhtest occasion for any- 
thing so cheap as our Contederate currency, be car- 
ries a blank check, which | beg you will fillto any 
amount, aud be will furnish the money. His 
mother also asks your acceptance of a smal! basket 
of provisions, which may be an improvement on 
your ordivary fare. If my son informs me that your 
«xchange will not promptly take place, I will goto 
Richmond to pay my respects to you in person and 
to ascertain whether 1 can in any way help to ex- 
pedite it.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


SPEAKING of Dr. Justine’s unfortunate experi- 
ments with dynamite the Army and Navy Gazette 
says: “We cannot disguise from ourselves the fact 
that dynamite 1s a most ticklish substance to deal 
with. Lt. Graydon never ventured to fire charges 
of it from ordinary powder guns witbout a special 
preparation of the material enclosing each molecule 
in an elastic medium, and even under these circum- 
stances only employing avery few pounds of bigh 
explosive. In fact, be found that his object was 
fully attained with 2% Ib. of dynamite, if absolute 
penetration of the sbeil enclosing it into the struc- 
ture threatened could only be effected. This, in- 
deed, was the cruz of the whole matter. With an 
ordinary pointed steel shell and a delay-action fuze, 
heclaims to have pierced an armored turret, detona- 
ting the dynamite during the progress of the pro- 
jectile through the wails of the building,the effect 
being that the whole structure was wrecked ard 
the armored roof lifted off to a distance of 30 ft. 
But Dr. Justine’s thin stee! shell will never effect 
such penetration, aud the main object of using high 
explosive at all is thusrendered abortive. During 
the recent experiments with the Resistance, the 
ordinary Palliser chilled shell, with bursting charges 
of powder, did fur greater execution than those 
eharged with high explosive. The latter almost in- 
variably burst outside tke skin and only starred the 
surface, owipg to the shock of impact setting up 
detonation. In fact, the ‘lyddite’ created a very bad 
impression altogether. The principal efforts should 
have been directed to the object of preserving both 
bursting charge and fuze absolutely intact until en- 
tire penetration of the shell bad taken place. The 
War office experimenters omitted to recognize the 
importance Of this principle, and their undertakings 
have resulted in ill-success. The same remark now 
applies to the ‘exploitations’ of Dr. Jusiin in 
America.”’ 





Good results are reported from the Annapolis 
Proving Ground of the test of the first of the 4-incb 
rapid-fire guos built at the Washington Navy-yard. 
An initial velocity of 1,900 feet p. s. was obtained 
with acbarge of 12 Ibs. of powder and projectile 
weighing 36 lbs. The pressure was about 12 tons. 
Tbe breech mechanism worked successfully, and 
the whole performance of the gun is regarded by 
the O:duance Bureau as entirely satisfactory. 





The explosion reported in the daily papers as bav- 
ing taken place at Spandau 1s another indication of 
the precarious condition into which the competition 
to secure smokeless powder has brought small arm 
ammubpition generally. 





The Paris correspondent of the London Morning 
Post gives an accountof a new repeating rifle, in- 
vented by M. Paul Giffard, worked by lignified gas: 
* On this system, rifles can, it is said, be manufac- 

. tured capable of firing, according to their calibre, 
from 50 to 300 consecutive shots without reloading. 
The force iz capable of most previse regulation, all 
charges under the same regulation being absolutely 
equal. There is no recoil,and no danger of miesfire. 
The projecting power is a3 great after 14 months as 
when first loaded. The arm is not affected by water, 
is extremely light, safe and cheap. A metallic car- 
tridge is screwed under tbe barrel of the gun, the 
construction of which is asecret, which holds, ac- 
cording to its calibre, from £0 to 300 charges. The 
inventor claims that dynamite shells van be fired 
without danger.” M. Luigi, a Corsican, bas invented 
a repeating rifle which, be says, is an improvement 
on the Lebel: “A spring worked by the trigger 


throws out each empty cartridge, and adjusts an- 
other iu itsplace. The front part of the barre! is 
separate, and after each discharge 1s slid back, so as 
to open the magazine for the ejection of the empty 
cartridge. It is then brought back into position, 
locked, and the rifie is ready. Tbe loosening of a 
screw suffices to take the entire mechanism to 
pieces. The trajectory has been reduced to almost a 
direct line. ‘The carrying distance, with a gramme 
of Rothwell or ordinary French guupowder, is esti- 
mated at 4,500 metres.’
